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REED'S. CHANCES BETTER 


NEW-YORK AND PENNSYLVA- 
NIA HOR AIM. 

HIS OPPONENTS FOR THE SPEAKER- 

SHIP TALKING MORE LOUDLY AS 
THEIR PROSPECTS WANE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The President to-day 
made the following appointment: 
Postmaster at Kichmond, Va.—Oris H. RUSSELL. 





Mr. Russell is appointed in place of William 
H. Collingsworth, removed. It is said at the 
Post Office Department that Mr. Russell is é6ne 
of the most succesful and well-known business 
men of Richmoud and a stanch Republican. 
It is also said that he has the indorsement of 
the leading people of the city ana others. 

No other appointments of Presidential Post- 
masters will be made prior to the convening of 
Cong! ess. 


It would be a great relief to all the newspaper 
eoirespondents at the capital if the caucus for 
the Speak-rship could be held to-morrow. 
What was expected to be an animated contest 
between candidates is now and evidently will 
be nothing but a jue-handle affair. Before 
the election in Ohio there may have 
been a chance for Major McKinley. Now, 
while there is no change of feeling 
towurd McKinley personally, the fact that he 


is the candidate of a State in which the Repub- 
licans failed te hold their own is frequently re- 
ferred to as having robbed his cause of woat of 
the spirit thatit would have possessed if Foraker 
or the Leyisiature had been saved. 

The discovery to-day that the New-York dele- 
gation is to be almost a unit for Reed, if not ab- 
solutely a unit, and that Pennsylvania will 
present its vote in a block to the Maine candi- 
date, has had only the eflect of making the talk 
of some of the opposing candidates a little more 
reckiess, while the chances of beating Reed are 
not a particle better than they were yesterday. 

There has been Do meeting of the New-York 
delegation to-day for the very good reason that 
the delegation is not here. Representative 
Fred Gladstone Lansing came in last night, and 
so did Mr. Belden, and Farquhar, Payne, Wal- 
lace, Sherman, Quackenbush, Sawyer, and 
Laidlaw are intown. Mr. Barer, who had been 

erched on @ fence, With one leg over on the 
McKinley side, has evidently seen lightning 
laying along the horizon, and has sent word 
te wire that he does not regard his expressions 
et friendship for MeKiniey as having been 
so strong a8 to prevent him from voting 
with the New-York delegation if it, is deciced 
by them to be wisest to vote for Mr. Reed. One 
of Mr. Baker's colieagues laughingly said to- 
night that “ Charlie’ was not a short-sighted 
man, and thatit would be a “*very cold day” 
when the kochester member would throw away 
the opportunity now presented to him of choos- 
ing betweep the wan wbo was sure to win and 
pune Who was extremely liable to lose. 

The word appears to have gone out from 
Quay’s house that the Pennsylvania delegation 
is to support Reed, and that edict is followed by 
the report that Keiley and Harmer, who were 
both set down as fur McKinley, will go with the 
majority of the Pennsylvanians, who are 
already for Reed, without gressure from 
Quay. That the “mailed hand” is for 
kh may now be added to the arguments 
against him. Mr. Reed’s Republicaniem has, 
in the estimation of some orf his friends, been 

at to @ severe test aiready in being obliged to 

ar the odium of acceptability to the Mug- 
wumps, and it is now a matter of wonder to 
them whether this last succor will not really 
“break Bim up.” 

The participation of Quay in the contest is 
taken also te mean that he bas decided that Ed- 
ward McPherson must be the Clerk of the 
House. While he has not said anything against 
Major Carson, the other Pennsylvania candi- 
date for the position, it seems to be understood 
that he has manifested his “sympathy” 
for McPherson in such strong terms 
as to leave no room for doubt as 
to what. he expects the Pennsylvania 
Republicans todo. ‘nis is a severe blow to the 
hopes o: Mr. W. H. Barker of Brookiyn and 
Albany, who has, in a * merely informal” man- 
ner, announced himself as a candidate for Jour- 
nal Clerk. McPherson will take back many of 
the old desk force, aud the Journal Clerk will 
undoubtedly be Mr. Harry H. Smith, who has 
held tue office until he is thoroughly tamiliar 
with rules and precedents, and is a nam-.of ex- 
traordinary usefulness to the Speaker. 

The Henderson and Burrows caases are both 
looking up to-night, very mach for the reason 
that # man looks up when he lies on his back. 
Mr. Burrows manifested his serenity to-day by 
leaving his canvass 1p the bands of his friends 
while he went off to attend a wedding 
ceremony. Mr. Henderson, notwithstanding 
the valued assistance and countenance of 
Benator Allison, is basing his expectation of 
election rather on the chances of a break 
from Keed thau upon the ability of the lowa 
delegation to draw to it the delegations from 
all the other States. The suggestion of one oi 
his friends that he should claim the Speaker- 
ship for fowa on the groun that Iowais a 
doubttul State and needs to be encouraged by 
Republican attentions, has not struck him with

McKinley’s workers are doing wore boasting 
‘than all the other candidates combined. To 

Rill comers they insist that they **know” the 
Ohio man bas the prize secure, and they put 
special emphasis on the “know.” According 
to their statements, their figures are based on 
the individunl promises of Congressmen, and 
not, a8 are those of Keed, upon what somebody 
else said, “* he thought” would be the way cer- 
tain wer would vote. 

The Reed forces, against whom the real con- 
test is being made, are criticised in McKinley’s 
headquarters for raising the cry of sectioualism 
when they are doing ali they can to solidify 
the East against the West. McKinley asserts 
with a good deal of emphasis that Reed 
cannot poll the solid votes of Pennsylvanta 
and New-York. As to New-York, no figures are 
given, but it is said that the Maine candidate 
willfail “two or three” behind a soiid vote. 
Pennsylvania, according to the Ohioans, will 
Jack 10 or 12 voies from being solid for 
Reed. Aud in making these assertions they 
gravelyfiusist that they know just what they 
are talking about. Bert 

One of the McKinley reasons given out for the 
Claim that Reed cannot get all.of the New-York 
and Penusylvania vote is that it would be very 
bad policy and bad politics for those two Staies 
to unite axainst the West. They have had, it is 
argued, te reiy uvon the help of Obio and other 
Western States to maintain the protective policy 
for them. It is inevitable that in the near 
suture there must be a revision of the tariff, and 
the West may tuke a notion, if the East com- 
wines against her now, to consult her own in- 
terests in that revision.

The powders which Secretary Tracy has been 
instrumental in arranging to have manufact- 
ured in this country for the use of the navy are 


the Brown priamatic powder and a smokeless 
powder, the patents and processes of which are 
controlled by the Rottweii Company of Germany. 
The Secretary bas been informed by Mr. Kraftt- 
meier, Manuxging Director of the London and 
Chilton Powder Company of England, which 
Manufactures these powders in England, that 
he has made an arrangement with the con- 
tractors now furnishing powder to the United 
States Navy to manutacture them in the United 
States, and that as soon as certain necessary 
changes in the plant have been effected, the 
contractor will be enabled to furnish the 
powders named to this depariment. 

Gen. 8. V. Benét, Chief of Ordnance, says 
that within the past few weeks tive or six 
varieties of smokeless powder ‘have been 
brought to his official notice by their respective 
inventors, with a request to try them. The 
General says the department is willing to do its 
part toward finding a suitabie powder for 
use by the army. It will furnish the 
arms and cartridges and provide suit- 
able ranges and ‘proving grounds whenever 
the powder makers show a willingness to pro- 
vide the powder and go to the expense of *pack- 
ing the cartridges. So far, none of them have 
done this, and, therefore, no tests have been 
made. A verbal agreement to try the Ellswortn 
powder under those conditions has been en- 
tered ipto with the inventor’s attorney, and 
the authorities are now waiting for the deliver 
of the powder. Tne tests for small arms will 
be made at the Springfield Armory, and for 
field guns atthe proving grounds at Sandy 
Hook.

Acting Rear Admiral Walker, in command of 
the squadron of evolution, is expected to return 
to Washington to-day or to-morrow.

Ramsay, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
said to-day that he believed the Admiral’s 
coming was for the purpose of attending to 
some private business which he had been com- 
peiled to neglect before sailing from New-York. 
In order that he might leave the squadron an 
order summoning him to Washington was nec- 
essary, and it had been sent. The Brazilian 
situation had nothing to do with the matter.

A SURPRISE IN VIRGINIA. 

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 26.—The appointment 
to-day of Col. Otis H. Russell as Postmaster at 
Richmond was something of a surprise to the 
politicians here.

PROSPERITY IN MEXIOO. 


BUSINESS BOOMING AND ON A _ SOLID 
FOUNDATION. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 26.—The organization 
of the great Trust and Loan Company in Lon- 
don for operation here is regarded with much 
favor, especially as the new company is under 
the auspices of the River Plate Loan and Trust 
Company of London, which has been highly 
successful. The Bank of London and Mexico 
here has been made financial agent of the new 
company. There is ample room for soundly-man- 
aged companies of this nature here, where the 


rate of interest still continues high, especially 
in the interior, and in the promotion of new en- 
terprises. 

Branches in the interior cities of large banks 
of this city are nearly all doing excellent busi- 
ness, and bank dividends will be high. The 
business boom here is growing. Importations 
are running away up beyond former figures, 
with a consequent inorease ip teasury re- 
ceipts, but with all this activity there is no 
feverish speculation. The businese is solid, ana 
based on metallic currency. The crops arejgoed, 
and the appearance of wheat from the State of 
Sonora at this capitai is regarded as a sign that 
the country can easily suppiy itself with first- 
class wheat, as well as enter extensively into 
its exportation.. Only a few years ayo Sonora 
was the fighting ground for Apaches and the 
troops; to-day it is one of the most peaceful, 
ea : rous, and progressive States in thé re- 
public.

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DESTROYED BY FIRE AT SEA 


7HE WILSON LINE STEAMER 
SANTIAGO LOST, 
PASSENGERS AND OREW PICKED UP BY 
THE A. J. FULLER AFTER A NIGHT 
IN THE BOATS. 
The steamship Santiago of the Wilson Line, 


which left this port for Hull on Nov. 17, was 
burned at seatwo days later. Her passengers 


around the burning vessel during the night of 
Nov. 19. Onthe following morping they were 
picked up by the American ship A. J. Fuller, 
which brought them to this port. — 

The Fuller passed Quarantine last evening, 
and anchored in the bay below Bedlow’s Islana. 
The Santiago’s people will be landed this morn- 


ing. Several of the ofticera are still suffering | 


from burns which they received while striving 
to extinguish the fire, “4 

The Santiago met with good weather at the 
Outset of her voyage, and all went well until 
the afternoon of Noy. 19. About 4 o’clock 
smoke was discovered coming up from the after 
hatch. Cotton stored in that portion of the 
vessel had taken fire, probably from spontane- 
ous combustion. 

Capt. Potter and all hands went to work with 
awiil The ship was hove to, the after batches 
were taken olf, and a stream of water was 
poured down into the-cargo, [n this attempt 
tocheck the flames Lhird Officer Cox was so 
badly burned about the eyes that he lost his 
sight for the time. Chief Officer Massam and the 
second officer were also burned. 

It was soon discovered tnat it would be im- 
possible to drown out the tire, and in the hupe 
of smothering it tne hatches were ba:tened 
down aud the deck was flooded. But these 
eftlorts were of no avail, as the smoke grew 
denser, aud soon flames burst up through the 
decks and spread through the hol 

By the time that darkness set in it was evi- 
dent that the vessel could not be saved, and 
Capt. Potter ordered the boats to be 
got in readiness for lowgring. A small 
quantity of water and provisions was 
placed in four of the boats, and 
these were launched. There were four passen- 
gers on board, Mrs. Knight of Boston} with an 
infant fourteen months old, and C. Juy ana W. 
Wadeworih of this city. With Officer Cox they 
were placed in the boat which Capt. Potter was 
to command. ‘The chief otiicer, the second 
Officer, and the Boatswain were assigned to the 
charge of the otber buats. Rie 

Alter seeing that the people under his charge 
—sixty persons, all told—were properly divided 
among the four boats, Capt. Potter stepped into 
nis boat and left the burning Santiago to her 
fate. Upon the forward deok, in stalls, were 
nearly two hundred cattle. Tne poor creatures 
haa now become thoroughly alarmed, and mani- 
fested their terror by striving to escape from 
their stalls. 

The sea was rough, but the boats rode the 
Bwell sately and kept cluse together. ‘The oo- 
cupants watched the flames as tuey rapidly 
gained control ef the whole upper works of the 
steamer and listened with horror to the bellow- 
ing orf the burniug cattle. No vessel could be 
discovered in the deep gloom that hung beyond 
the glare of the devouring flames. 

As the bight advanced the main and mizzen 
masts went by the board and the ship canted 
over to port. Toward morning Capt. Potter 
lost sight of the boat# commanded by the tirst 
and second officers, but that of the boatswain 
kept in view. 

in the weantime the ship A. Fuller, Capt. 
Colcord, bound trum Liverpoul for this port, 
had seen the glare of the burning steamer in 
the sky, aud had vhanged her course two points 
in oruer to run down to the tire, Day wus 
Leginning to break when Capt. Potter saw 
in the distance the outlines of the approaching 
ship. There happened to be a flash light in the 
boat and this was quickly lighted. The ship 
saw the signal, and at 7 o’clock hove to and the 
boat came alougside. 

The injured officers were first taken on board. 
Mrs. Knight, who bad kept up bravely during 
the night, .was almost prostrated by the 
reaction that. followed the rescue. 
The bveatswain soon afterward brought 
bis charges alongside the rescuing ship. 

Nothing could then be seen, however, of the 
other two boats. Half an hour later the first 
ofticer’s boat was sighted to the southward. 
After another half hour of anxious watching 
the second officer’s boat was discovered, and 
her peopie were soon on board the Fuller. it 
was witha feeling of great relief that Capt. 
Potter saw the last of his mén safely on board. 

The Santiago was abandoned. in latitude 
41° 25’ and longitude 61°, about 150 miles 
south by west of Sable Island. On Nov. 25 the 
Fuller spoke the German steamer Knergie, 
which arrived here yesterdayand brought the 
first news of the loss of the Santiago. 

The cargo of the Santiago was a valuable one, 
consisting of 2,788 bales of cotton, 16,291 bushb- 
els of corn, 15,000 bushels of wheat, 7,167 bar- 
rels of bacon, 700 barrels of miscellaneous pro. 
visions, 705 barrels of syrup, a quantity of 
applies, cheese, aud canned goods, and 199 head 
ofcattle. The total loss will be in the neigh- 
borhood of amillion of dollars,as the carzo 
was valued at between $400,000 and $500,000, 
and the vessel itself can hardly be replaced for 
Sobor o00. although her original cost was but 

The Santiago was comparatively a new shi 
and waa one of the best aud fastest of the Wil- 
son New-York and Hull Line. She was built at 
Middileeborough, England, in 1886, being then 
the largest Vessel ever builtthere. Her builder 
was Kk. Dixon. She made her first run to Amer- 
ica in February, 1887. Here dimensions were: 
Leneth over all, 377 feet; breadth of beam, 44 
feet 6 inches; depth of hold, 29 feet. Her net 
registered tonnage was 2,729 tons, gross ton- 
nage being about 4,000. 

The Santiaco had three boilers, and her en- 
gines were of the triple expansion type, con- 
structed by Messrs. Thomas Richardson & Sona, 
Weat Hartlepool. The cylinders were of 31, 49, 
and 80 inches dlameter and hada stroke of 54 
inches. There were thirteen thwartship bulz- 
heads and a longitudinal bulkhead running the 
length of the ship. Eleven of the thwartship 
bulkheads were watertight. 

At the office of Sanderson & Son, agents of 
the Wilson Line, at 22 State-street, it was said 

esterday that the insurance for the vessel 
teelf was assumed by the line, but that the 
risk on the various consiguments of the cargo 
was borne or insured by the owners of the car- 
go. It was learned later that a large part of the 
cotton was shipped through Rolli & Co. and was 
bound for Russian and other Continental ports, 
the Insurance being iivided among many com- 
panies, both in this city and elsewhere.

NEWS FROM OUBA., 


THE GOVERNMENT ALARMED AT THE 
FALLING OFF IN REVENUE. 


NEwW-ORLEANS, Nov. 26.—A special dispatch 
from Havana to the Picayune says: “The 
scarcity of laborers on the plantations of Cuba 
and the inducements held out by the Govern- 
Ment brought «large number of the farming 
class of people from Spain. They came here 
with the intention of maxing this island their 
future home, 

“A large number of Germans are coming to 
the south side under contract to work the crop 

for a certain compensation, besides having all 
their expenses paid, including passage out and 
home from New-York. It would appear that 
good field hands who understanc the cutting 
ana handling of cane will be in good demand all 
the coming crop season. 

“ The Spanish Government is very greatly ex- 
ercised owing to the receipts at the Havana 
Custom House so far in the month of Novem- 
ber, 1889, amounting to $370,703 18, while for 
the corresponding time in November, 1888, 
they were $538,401 54, showing a falling off of 
$167,698 36, while the importations continue 
very heavy, and corm and other articles are be- 
ing sola at a much lower figure than cost in the 
United States, freight, and duties admit of, 
Surely here is a problem for some arithmetician 
to explain.” 








THE OIVIL SERVICE LAW A FIXTURE. 

PITTSBURG, Nov. 26.—Ex-Senator Gen. George 
A. Jenks returned to-day from Washington, 
whither he had gone to close up matters with 
the Department of Justice. Judge Jenks is 
clearly of the opinion that there is widespread 
dissatisfaction within the Republican Party 
with President Harrison's course, and he also 
regards the results of the late elections as sig- 
nificant and as a presawe of Republican defeat 
three years from now. Regarding men and 
measures of hisown party Judge Jenks main- 
tained silence.

SHOE FACTORIES IN ASHES 


A LARGE PORTION OF THE 
O1TY OF LYNN IN RUINS. 
THE LARGEST FIRE EXCEPT TWO 
WHICH NEW-ENGLAND EVER HAD 

—THE Loss $5,000,000. 


Boston, Nov. 26.—The city of Lynn was 
visited to-day by the worst fire in her history’ 
and, indeed, the worst in all New-England 
history, with two exceptions—Portland in 1866 
and Boston in 1872. The flames have had al 
most undisputed sway for nearly ten hours, 
some fifteen or twenty acres of the heart of the 
city are a mass of ruins aed the, loss is various- 
ly estimated at from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000- 

The loss of life, happily, is small, only one 
death being reported, with a few injured. In 
the ruins are the city’s largest and finest shoe 
factories, 

Mayor Hart has called a citizens’ meeting, to 
be held to-morrow at noon, to take such steps 


as may be deemed proper in connection with 
the disaster. 


A fire started a little before noon directly 


over the boiler in A. Mower’s wooden factory 
in Almont-street and quickly ascended by 
means of elevaiors tothe roof. Fortunately, 
nearly allot the two or three hundred men and 
womengn the various portions of this building 
had just left for dinner,and but very few were on 
the upper floors. So quick were the flames that 
the proprietor had but just time to close hia 
safe and leave. One man was caught in the 
upper story, and was rescued by firemen by 
means of a ladder. 

The fiames tinished the wooden building, in 
which were half a dozen shoe manufacturers 
and the Beaudrey Machine Company. The Mow- 
er brick building on Willow-street was the next 
to go. Ite walls fell in at 12:30 with a crash, 
and one man is reported as buried beneath 
them and killed. This building, five storias hich, 
100 by 100, was totally destroyed. The next 
building was a large frame wovoden factory of 
Bennett & Barnard, manufacturers of the 
finest shoes in New-Englaad, and employing 
150 hanas. This building was a tive-story 
structure and about 200 feet long. 

ee back to Almont-street the great 
structure yielded like pasteboarid to the march 
of the flames, and, wito its hundred thousand 
dollars’ worth of fine shoes ip all stages of man- 
ufacture, was entirely swept away. 

The tire advanced with marvelous spaed, lick- 
ing up the mass of lime sheds and snanties in 
the rear of the lofty wooden structures on 
Central-avenue, and working along with such 
rapidity that the great brick block juss erected 
by B. W. Currier on Union-street was imperiled 
before w atream had been turned on trom the 
hydrants and steamers. The people turned out 
with a will and lent ahand in emptying the 
numerous factories and stores of their more 
valuable contents. 

It was recognized at once that the Lynn Fire 
Department could not cope alune with the 
evemy, and calls for help sent to Peabody, 
Salem, Beverly, Marblehead, aud Buston were 
promptly answered by steamers and wen. 

The scene in fifteen minuies after the first 
stroke of the alarm had sounded exceeded any- 
thing ever beiore witnessedin Lynn. Central- 
square and all ite adja: ent thoroughfares were 
filled with flying wagons and vaus and hurry- 
ing people bearing books, dry goods, suoes, and 
valuables of every description to friendly shel- 
ter. 

By 1 o’clock the fire had cleared between two 
ani three acres, including the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, the Lynn Morning ews, 
the vuuy Press, and other important local offices. 
By this time all travel on tne Boston aud Maiue 
Road easf and west of Lyyn was woolly sus- 
peuded, and in ashort time the Central Station 
was gone. By 2 o’cluck, 1u spite of stout brick 
Walls, the great fire had burned its way into the 
heart of the business section of the city. 

The scene became thrilling, and the air re- 
sounded with the crash of talling walls, There 
was talk of blowing up bDpildings to check the 
fluwes, when the Boston Fire Department de- 
tail arrived and was quickly put at work. The 
heat was terrible. 

The tiremen fought behind shutters and 
screens, and yielded inch by inch up Union- 
street. The conflagration awept on until it 
reached the corner of Mulberry-street, where 
the firemen had a vantage. Six steamers were 
massed at this point, and a grand tight was 
made upon the historical oid Sagamore Hotel. 
A large brick building four stories in height, 1t 
was a hard contest. Many times the building 
Was On fire, but after a stubborn strugzie the 
flames gave it.buund, and a boundary was thus 
established at this point. 

On the opposite siue of Central-avenue and 
Central-square the Hames made short work of 
the fine Fuller block, afourstory brick struct- 
ure 200 feet long, in which was C. W. Pecker’s 
model shoe factory, one of the finest in 
Lynn, which was recently exhibited to 
Bouthern’ visitors as one of the best 
types of the New-England shoe factory to be 
tound iuthis section. This factory employed 
200 hands. Following the railroad track, the 
fire swept out the entire square to Washington- 
street, destroying the Beveriy House, the Saiem 
House, and numberiless small shops. 

The *“* Whitechapel district” was cleaned out 
entirely, and the fire moved toward Market- 
Bsireet. By this time from eight to ten acres 
were burned over. Thé tlames continued to 
spread, and, aiter reaching Broad-satreet, trav- 
eled on with great tury down Beach-street, eat- 
ing everything in their path. The large ana 
wagniticent structure of V. K. & A. F. Jones and 
8 N. Breed, corner of Markst and Andrew 
streets, together with those of Luther 8, John- 
sou & Co., William Porter, and Frank W. Breed, 
on Mount Vernon-street, which are occupied as 
shoe factories, and the Central Cougregational 
Church on Silsbee-street, were also totaliy de- 
stroyed, entailing Leavy losses. 

The tlames, in going through Beach, Suffolk, 
Amity, Sagamore, and ‘ludor streets, burned a 
large number of tenement houses, and hundreds 
of families are to-night without homes, Finally 
powder aud dynamite were used to clear 
enough open space to stop the further spread, 
but with jittle eifect. In spite of all efforte the 
fire burned itself out. By 7:30 1t began to be 
under control, and about 10 o’clock was fully so. 





NEGRO OUTRAGES IN NEW-JERSEY. 

Keyport, N. J., Nov. 26.—Last night at about 
8 o’clock Charles Barnes, a coal black negro, 
rushed into the house of John Flynn, on Front- 
street, near Broadway. He brandished a bright 
new 38-calibre revolver and succeeded in 
frightening the lady inmates so that they Hed 
from the house. The negro then began pocket- 
ing what valuables he could find. In one of the 
rooms Mr. Flynn, who some years ago lost the 


sight of both eyes, was lying on an invalid’s 
couch. Hearing the Intruder enter the rvom 
Mr. Fiynu hastily arose and groped in the di- 
rection of the sound. At the same instant two 
sons, James and Thomas Flyon, entered and 
grappled with the nexro, overpowering him 
with difliculty and obtainihg possession of the 
revolver. 

Barnes was arrested by Constable James M. 
Wiliine and lodged in the cell next to the one in 
which Charlies Ovser committed suicide a few 
days ago. Justice Warner committed him to- 
day to the county jail at Freehold to await the 
action of the Grana Jury. 

This is one of a series of outrages committed 
in this section. About four mouths ago an old 
woman eighty-nine years of axe was assaultea 
by a negro, who was sentenced last week for the 
crime to ten years at hard labor in the State 
prison. Abouttwo months azo a WOMan was 
knocked down by a negro un the railroad lead- 
ing to Matawan, but the rultian was scared off 
by the approach of a party of men. Other out- 
rages have algo been attempted.

QUAY’S DOUBLE DEALING. 


ACCUSED OF PLAYING FAST AND LOOSE 
WITH HIS OLD FRIENDS. 


PrITTsBURG, Penn., Nov. 26.—The Chronicle 
Telegraph, a leading Republican journal here, 
this evening prints a curious story about Sen- 
ator Quay from its correspondent in Washing- 
ton. The dispatch says: 

“There is a sensational. story afloat here to 
the eftect that Senator Quay will likely soon be 
called upon to answer some interesting inter- 
rogatories in relation to recent Pennsylvania 
(especially Philadelphia) appointments. The 
atory is that the Chairman of the National Com- 
mittee has shaken the old crowd of politicians 
by favoring the new men who have been ap- 
pointed to office in Philadelphia while ostensi- 
bly advocating the appointment of his old 
political followers. For nearly every promi- 
nent office to be filled .Mr. Quay bas had a can- 
didate, and in every instance he came from the 
ranks of the old political crowd with which Mr. 
Quay has run in the Quaker city fora yap an 
of acentury. Every wan be has fought for, ex- 
cept David Martin tor Coliector of Internal 
Revenue at Philadelpbia, has been turned 
down, and as a rule men highly objectionable to 
the local bosses have been named. 

** When berated or pitied by his old associates 
for thia lack of influence, Mr. Quay has given as 
an excuse that President Harrison wanted new 
men, and that Wanamaker had an evil influeuce 
with him in that direction. The paying and in- 
fluential offices had all been fille!. The revenue 
official is Mr, Quay’s personal appointment, but 
he is the only one on the list. There 1s not a 
single one of the old crowd among them, and 
Mr, Quay pretends to weep thereat. 

‘*It now appears, however, that he is not 
half so sorry as he lets on to be. Itis even 
said that he is realiy at the bottom of the ap- 
pointment of most if not all these men, be- 
cause he wants to shake ,the old crowd and 
finds himselfin a position todo it without be- 
ing held entirely responsible torit. Ever since 
Mr. Quay became a Senator he has run very 
little with his old chums, and there has been a 
good deal of complaint among them that he 
Was not nearly as cordial asof old. Thereisa 
great deal of grumbling at his failure to help 
any of the men to office who have helped him 
for 80 Many years, 

“The charge is now openly made that Quay 
was never really for Leeds, nor for two or three 
of the old leaders whom he recommended for 
various positions. They claim that ne has 
hidden behind Mr. Wanamaker, and then taken 
a hand in the appointment of the new men 
through the Postmaster General. Mr. Wana- 
maker has always been opposed to all the Phila- 
delphia local bosses and has made his opposi- 
tion manifest whenever the opportunity offered. 
It is, therefore, quite easy for Quay to say: 
when he is ostensibly beatenin an appoiutment, 
‘Why, Wanamaker was too strong for me with 
the President and we will have to make the 
best of it.’ Mr. Wanamaker accepts that posl- 
ti-n aod Mr. Quay gets his fine work in without 
entirely breaking with the boys, whom he wants 
to use In next Spring’s State Convention. 

“It is an interesting position for the Chair- 
man of the National Committee to be placed in, 
but he is just now between the devil and the 
deep sea, so far as his State fences are con- 
cerned.”

OH1O WOOL GROWERS. 


ASKING AS MUCH PROTECTION AS CAN 
POSSIBLY BE GIVEN. 


CoLtumeEts, Ohio, Nov. 26.—The Ohio Wool 
Growers’ Association hela a meeting to-day, 
with a large attendance. Among those present 
were David Harpster, President; Columbus 
Delano, President of the National Growers’ 
Association, and Judge William Lawrence. 


They adopted an address to the wool growers 
of the United States and adopted a resolution 
asking the National Association to take the 
proper steps to Carry out the suggestions made 
ln the address. The essential features of the 
address are: 


In view of the imminent danger which threatens 
all the industries of our Nation, and especially the 
productiocg and manufacture of wool, the wool 
growers of Ohio urge the necessity of unity of activ- 
ity in order to avert the peril of free trade or 
free wool with which they are now menaced. The 
wool growers of Ohio advocate a protective system. 
A tariff for revenue will not secure protection. The 
result of the last Presidential selection was an em- 
phatic expression, by a large majority of the peo- 
ple, in favor of acomprehensive system embraciug 
all onr industries, including the protection of wool 
by name. 

If the Republican Party, in its legislative or ad- 
ministrative departments, fails to comply with the 
expression, it will secure the reproach of insin- 
cerity or of inability to perform its duty.

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THE BIGGEST SWINDLE OUT 


POOR AS WHiL AS RICH 

ROBBED OF NEARLY $1,000,000. 

FRAUDULENT TRANSACTIONS OF FRED-~- 
ERICKSEN & CO. OF CHICAGO IN 
BOGUS LAND MORTGAGES. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—It is now said that thé 
amount involved in the alleged traudulent 
transactions of Fredericksen & Co. in connec- 
tion with which their cashier, Bidgood, was 
arrested yesterday, will reacn $1,000,000, 

The charge is based on alleged crooked trans- 
actions in giving mortgages on lands to which 
the Frederickseus had no title. These mort- 
gages are said to have been pledged as security 
for loaus. Frederickseu & Cv. have been doing 
@ large business in Western raliroud landa, 
selling forthe most part small tracts of forty 
or fifty acres on the installment plan, the pur- 
chasers usually being immigrants or poor peo- 
ple who wished to invest their savings in farms. 

After a certain number of payments had been 
made Fredericksen gave a deed, a mortgaze on 
the land being taken for the unpaid portion of 
the purchase money. These mortgaye:, it is 
alleged, were then given as collateral for loans 
or sold outright through the West. 

Among otbers ex-Gov. J. A. Rice of Wiscon- 
sin, R. Nunnemacber, cashier of the Merchants’ 
Exchange Bank of Milwaukee, and E. G. Com- 
Stock, @ Milwaukee lawyer, are eaid to have 
been large buyers. It is now said that many of 
these murtgages are worthless. 

When seen at the siation Bidgood stated 
that his connection witn the compuny was 
ree? as cashier, and that he did not see how 

6 could be implicated in Fredericksen’s tranus- 
actions. The business, he saiu, amounted to 
50,000 acres a yeur, but he could not say how 
much of this was in mortgages. 

T. G, Cowie said that he represented the in- 
terests of his father-in-law, ex-Guov. Rice of 
Hartland, Wis., who, he said, was a loser to the 
extent of $100,000 or more by the alleged 
fraudulent operations. 

“* The charge we make,” he said, “is that M. 
C. Fredericksen, Bidgood, and D. G. M. Freder- 
icksen were all concerned in this conspiracy. 
They got up iraudulent mortgages, went out on 
the street and gave men $5 to sign them Then 
they went .to capitalists with the mortgages 
and raised money onthem., They gave mort- 
gages on iand in Minnesota, Dakota, and oiher 
parta of the Northwest. here are hundreds of 
working people in Chicago who paid in their 
earnings to the Fredericksens, thinking they 
were buying land, and now find their deeds 
worthless. Many of these mortgages were 
placed in Miiwaukee. Among the purchasers 
are Mr. Kendrick, Mr. Bryce, anu Kudoipa 
Nunonemacher, the caskier of the Merchants’ 
Exchange Bank of Milwaukee. Stephen W. 
Rawson, the bankerof Chicago, had some of 
them, but he is not hit for much.” 

Bidgood was arraigced in a police court to- 
day and his case was continued till Saturaay 
in ponds of $15,000. The prisoner looked as if 
he had spent the night in wakefulness and 
tears. He declares his entire innocence, aud 
asserts that ho never had reason to suppose 
that the business of Fredericksen & Co. was 
other than atrictly legitimate. 

Mr. Cowie, son-in-law of Dr. Rice of Harlana, 
Wis., one of the heaviest sutferers, is here look- 
ing after bis father-in-law’s interests. He de- 
clares that he will secure the arrest of the 
missing Fredericksens if it becomes necessary 
to follow them to the end of the wor'd. 

**There are about 200 servant giris in this 
city,” said Mr. Cowie, ** who invesied from $50 
to $400 each in these bogus lands, aud who, of 
course, Dave lost all, Dut aside irum these there 
are bankers in Chicago who hol. a lot of wileged 
mortgages which they might as well throw in 
the fire, because they ure not worth a sou. 
Where all the money has gone I can’t imagine, 
and that’s something I have been puzzling my 
brains over for a long time. There 1s from 
$500,000 to $700,000 to account for, and the 
only explanation I can give Is that the major 
portion of it went up Milwaukee way. 

“The Fredericksens haven't a cent and no 
property whatever. Now, we have the papers 
to prove it, and are going to proveit in open 
court that a certain Milwaukee man mentioned 
in this case has figured as the chief in these 
crooked transactions, and that he indaced hun- 
dreds of people, among them his own friends, 
to go Into this swindle.” 

Helge A. Hangan, the receiver appointed by 
Judge Shepard for Fredericksen & Co., asked 
leave of Judge Shepard to-day to resign his re- 
ceivership. He says that he has been abie to 
collect only $82 39, aud that the concern has 
no assets except some apparently worthless 
papers. He sees no need of a receiver, there 
being nothing to receive. The Judge directed 
him to serve all parties in the suit of Josiah 
Cratty against Fredericksen witb his motion to 
be allowed to resign, and come in court Monday. 

An afternoon paper says that eight or ten 
Eastern capitalists contributed $100,000 to the 
coffers of Fredericksen & Co., and E. G, Com- 
stock, a Milwaukee capitalist, drops about 
$70,000.

PROPOSITION TO DISMANTLE 
BITTERLY OPPOSED. 


RICHMOND, Va, Nov. 26.—The propositioy 
made before the School Board last night to dis- 
mantle the Jeff Davis mansion has caused some- 
thing of asensation here. On evory side oppo- 
sition is manifested to removing this last 
remaining conspicuous landmark of the South- 
ern Confederacy. Mr. Davis, whose occupancy 
of this quaint old structure during the four 
years of civil war has made it historical, is 
drawing to the close of his life. The people of 
Richmond seem to be practicaliy unanimous in 
the opinion that the White House of the Con- 
federacy should be left standing as a monument 
of the most eventful period in the history of 
this country. The general sentiment seems to 
be that if tne city needs ancther sehoo! build- 
ing it should be erected on some less historical 
spot than that upon which stands the old Davis 
house. 3

KILLED BY A NATURAL GAS EXPLOSION. 

Dayton, Ohio, Nov. 26.—A terrible natural 
gas explosion occurred here at an early bour 
this morning, completely demolishing the brick 
residence of W. 8S. Hawthorne, Superintendent 
of Buildings of the Public Schools, killing one 
of the occupants instantly and wounding six 
others. The explosion was plainly felt through- 
out the city, and caused great alarm. The 
house was blown to atoms, and a great mass 


of brick and rubbish scattered about plainly 
indicated the terrible rorce of the subile gas. 
A leak in the main pipe which followed tne 
service pipe into Hawthorne’s bouse and filled 
it with gas is supposed to have beep the cause 
of the explosion. A gas jet dimly burning in 
an up-staira room ignited the natural yas. 

Wiilie Hawtborne, eight years old, was in- 
stantly killed, ana John Hawthorne, aged eiguty- 
six, cannot recover. He 1s dapgerousiy burued. 
The others, it is thought, will recover.

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AS TOLD TO THE ADMIRALTY 


OAPT. MORRISON'S SERVIOES 
IN AROTIO REGIONS. 
HE FOUND THE RELICS OF THE FRANK-~ 
LIN PARTY AT STARVATION COVE— 
AN ARTIST’S AFFIDAVIT. 


A communication sent by Capt. John Morri- 
80n of 27 South-street reached the hands of the 
Admiralty in London on Monday, having been 
sent through the British Consulate in this 
city. It asks for recompense for the disvoy- 
ery of the remains of the Sir John Franklin 
party found at Starvation Cove, comprising the 
skeleton of Lieut. Irving and 124 relics of dif- 
ferent sorts, 

Capt. Morrison, when called upon by a re- 
porter yesterday at 218 East One Hundred and 
Sixth-street, said that he expected to receive a 
cable dispatch from Londun at any moment. 
His letter to the Admiralty was as follows: 


“MY LOkDS: As the organizer of the Sir John 
Frauklin search parity which ieft these shores in the 
Summer of 1578 : respectiulily renew my appli- 
cation for the reward sugsested by Sir Leopold 
McClintock in his ietter w the Admiralty giving 
his views concerning the projected expedition, 
and dated Dec, 19, 1877. In tiis communicaiion 
he said, in substance, that it was unnecessary to 
loid out any inducements te Morrison and Brown 
in furtherance of the enterprise, but he added: 
‘Sut I would suxzgest payment for any useful 
resuits they might vbtain, such, for instance, as 
proving the visit of any of Franklin’s people to 
the spot or recovering any of their documents, 
esp: Gially if these last afforded further or more 
recent information than that contained in the rec- 
ord iound at Poiut Victory. All such relics and 
documents shouid become the property of the Gov- 
ernment.’ 

“To my former application to you in this matter 
I received answer in 1882 stating that the Admi, 
ralty could not givea pecuniary reward ‘at present.’ 
At that time 1 lacked suiiicient information on 
which to Dase my claim, as none of the members of 
the expedition was then in New-York. I now sub- 
mit te you the sworn siatement of one of the mast 
important members of the expedition—its artis 
Henry W. Kiutschack, son of the former editor o 
the Bohemia (newspaper,) puvlished at Prague, 

“From this report it will be seen that all the mem- 
bers of my expedition discovered and visited the 
spot where the last survivors of the Franklin party 
perished, and which the search party cailed Starva- 
tion Cove, and of which &@ sketch has appeared in 
the Jiiustrated London News. 

“All the relics—some one hundred and nine in 
number—and theremains of Lieut. irving were 
given over to the British Government, as sir Leo- 
pold McClintock suggested. The imposing funeral 
rites of Lieut. Irving at Edinburgh attracted the 
attention of the civilized world. Ina letter writien 
to Rear Admiral Jones on Jan. 18, 1873, by the 
Hon. Kobert Hall, Under Secretary of State, and 
— from the Foreign Office, he says, in para- 
graph 2: 

““* Rear Admiral] Jones might also be informed 
thas, in theevent of Messrs. Morrison & Brown 
carrying out their project of sending an expedition 
in search of the Franklin relics, éc., my lords will 
be glad to give a reward for any useful results 
that may be obtained as suggested in paragragh 10 
ot Sir Leopold McClintock’s letter.’ 

“I inclose herewith a list of the above-mentioned 
relics transmitted to her Majesty’s Government. 
Rear Admirai Jones assured me that if my expedi- 
tdon showed any favorable results the Admiralty 
would treat me justiy. This was on the occasion of 
my introducing Esquimau Joe to him. The fitting 
out ot the expedition caused my financial ruin. On 
this subject my friend, ex-Chief Justice valy, Presi- 
deut of the American Geographical Society, spoke 
* @ asvecialarctic meeting on Oct. 28, 1880, as fol- 

ows: 

“‘I regret to state that the expedition resulted in 
the failure of Morrison & Brown. It is to these 
“gentlemen, and especially to Mr. Morrison, that the 
credit is due of organizing the expedition. That it 
Was sent out at all was chiefly owing to the perse- 
vering exertions of Mr, Morrison, and it is but just 
that he should receive this trivute from my hands— 
for organizing an expedition the carrying out of 
which has fetiected so much credit upon Lieut. 
Schwatka and his associates, but has brought him 
oniy pecuniary loss.’ 

**T now leave the matter in the hands of my 
lords, trusting that this, my second application, 
will not.be in vain, for I believe that the conditions 
under which & reward was suggested = Sir Leo- 
pold McClintock have been fully complied with. It 
ig not for me to suggest any amount of reward.” 


Following is Mr. Kiutschack’s aifidavit: 


“as one of the members of the Franklin arctic 
search party of 1875-80 I have been requested by 
Mr. J. C. Morrisvn, the organizer of the said under. 
taking, to tell you in brief language the siory of 
our explorations in King William’s Land and the 
adjoluing coasts of the North American Continent. 

“A thorough search of the coasts traveled over by 
the retreating crews of her Majesty’s ships Erebus 
and Terror in the last and feariui struggle to reach 
the Great Fish Kiver revealed many spots already 
visited by former explorers, among Whom may be 
mentioned Dr. Rae, sir Leopold McClintock, and 
Capt. Charles F. Hall. My narrative wiil have tor 
its main feature Starvation Cove, so named by the 
*Eothen’ expedition, wiich beyond peradventure 
was the most southerly point ever reached by Sir 
Jono Franklin’s men, 

“ Phis lonely inlet, with its tragic memories, is 
situated on Adelaide Peninsula, on the American 
Conunent, in latitude 68° 9’ north and longitude 96° 
21’ west, and but altew miles west of the estuary 
of the Great River. Dr. Kae and Sir Leopold Mc- 
Clintock, during the course of their explerations, 
heard thata boat and some dead men had been 
found by ratives near the Great River estuary, and 
supposing that Montreal Isiand was the place in. 
question went there and searched it thoroughly, 
but failed to find any traces of white men. The 
then retraced their steps northward to King Will- 
jam’s Land. Starvation Cove is but two days’ 
march from Moutreal island. 

“sume natives of the Ukusicksillik tribe told our 
expedition of the story of the boat and the dead men 
at the spot, which we subsequently designated 
Starvation Cove, Years ago these Esquimanu dwelt in 
King William’s Land, but at the present time they 
live on the banks of the Great Fish River anid its 
tributaries. An old squaw named Jook-Louk-Chiak 
gave us important testimony concerning the dis- 
covery of the rewaius, for she, it is claimed by her 
people, was the first person to see the boat and the 
unburied dead. I taiked with Jook-Look-Chiak in 
her native tougue, and from my memorandum book 
I have transcribed the following statement made 
by her: 

“Many years ago my husband and my son, who 
are here present, with seven other ksauimaux, 
were searching the coast fora spot tor seal huntipg, 
which we proposed commencing in the Spring. 
While traveling near a cove i founda boat and 
some dead white men. Some of the corpses were 
turned to skeletons, having been eaten by wild 
animais. Only one body was fairiy preserved. 
Around the boat were many articies we had never 
seen before, The boat and all its belongings were 
very fine. There were gold watches, but tne tiek- 
tick was dead. There was @ closed box—it was 
fastened on ali sides. We got hold of some sharp 
tovls to open it,and found it filled with a light, 
snow-colored stuff, which the wind blew away very 
easily. It was avout the same cvilor as tle stuff 
you are writing on, which, I have since learned you 
call paper. Some of the white stuff, or paper, was 
given tothe children {to play with; the rest blew 4 
away. Thefe were also sowe kind of books in the 
pox. I wish we had kept tiem. 

*“*The bodies were found near the water’s edge. 
The sand, the seaweed, 4nd the movement by the 
tide-siiiited ice have duubtiess given many of the 
dead men patural graves, In recent years a nuw- 
ber of natives have visited the spot to search for 
relics.’ 

“This ended the old woman’s story. The scene of 
Jook-Lovk-Chiak’s story, Starvation Cove, was vis- 
ited twice vy Mr. Morrison’s search party, ouce in 
the presence of the native guicies, and on the second 
occasion by myself and a portiou of the expedition I 
commanded while homeward bound. We erected a 
monument to commemorate the death of Sir John 
Frauklin’s galiant ollicers and men, A record of 
our search party’s labors was deposited in a sandy 
spot, one fovt deep and ten feet north of the monu- 


ment. 

“A detailed account of our discoveries at Starva- 
tion Cove appears in the book which I have writ- 
ten in German, entitied ‘Als Eskimo Unter den 
Eskimos,’ which translated means ‘Asan Esquimau 
among the Esquimaux.’ in addition to this I 
would refer your Lordship to Col. Gilder’s reports 
tothe New-York Hérald and to his book entitied 
‘Schwatka’s Search,’ and tomy numerous drawings 
of relics, &o., which have appeared in the IJtius- 
trated London News trom January to May, 1851, 
andin Harper’s Weekly of this city. , 

“It remains for me only to say that Starvation 
Cove is a spot of great importance in the sad record 
of the Franklin expedition. This is attested by the 
important relics the British Governfhient now 
holds. Itis greatly to be regretted that the docu- 
meuts which tle last survivors ieft behind them at 
Starvation Cove were destroyed by the natives. 
This faot is authentically brought to = by my 
interview with the squaw and the discovery of 
Lieut. Irving’s remains and the relics.”

A OLEVER SWINDLER. 


NEW-JERSEY FARMERS VICTIMIZED BY 
A “‘HAY FORK” AGENT. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Nov. 26.—A clever swindler 
has been cheating the farmers in this vicinity 
out of large sums of money recently. The 
other day a man who said hig name was Will- 
iam Richardson, and who claimed to be an 
agent for ‘*The Hay Fork and Pump Company” 
of New-York, went to the farm of William 
Parker, who lives about a mile from this place. 
He told his story smoothly and immediately 
got the farmer’s confidence. 

He said that his company. had decided to do 
away with ageuts in selling their articles on ac- 
count of the expense. The company had to pay 
their agents high salaries and all of their ex- 
penses, whether they made sales or not, and 
now they had decided to sell their goods on @ 
new plan. The swindler told Mr, Parker that 
the company was now asking the prominent 


farmers in certain agricultural districts to per- 
mit them to place one of their new patent forks 
in the barn, and the only consideration the com- 
pany asked in return for the favor was that 
they be aliowed to show the _ farniers 
in that vicinity the fork while in 
operation.

Mr, Parker refused, and 
then the agent read the matter printed on the 
card, and asked the farmér to do the same. The 
card seemed to read all right, and Mr, Parker 
finally signed it. 

A day or two afterward another man by the 
name of Jones appeared at the Parker farm and 
said he had come to collect the bill. He showed 
Mr. Parker a card with his name written upon 
it, but the farmer refused to recognize it as his 
signature. The fellow then showed him a card, 
identical with the first in shape and size, with a 
signature which Mr. Parker acknowledged as 
his own. This card contained matter altogether 
different from that printed on the card Which 
Mr, Parker signed. The eard was @ contract 
which compelled the farmer to buy eight torks 
for $326, and the payment was to be made as 
soon as the forks were shipped. Mr. Parker re- 
fused to pay the bill and the swindler said he held 
his name to the contract and therefore would 
hold him responsible for the payment of the 
money. The final outcome of the conversation 
wss that Mr. Parker gave the man a check for 
$125. Mr. Parker says the card he signed was 
untisually thick and thinks that it was manu- 
factured in such a way that the top portion of 
the outside sheet could be torn off, still leaving 
his original signature. 

Thomas Ely and his brother, Englishtown 
farmers, were victimized in the same way, and 
they gave the swindler a three months’ note 
for $87 50, payable at the First National Bunk 
of Freehola. The brothers then consulted their 
lawyer, John T. Rosell, and payment on the 
note was stopped. The next day a man Calling 
himself Lewis, and claiming to be a New-York 
lawyer, came to Freehold and presented the 
note at the bank to be discounted. Cashier 
Campbell informed him that payment on the 
note had been stopped, and the lawyer left town.

The report shows that during the year the 
Pavonia ferries earned $73,828, an increase of 
$12,894, while the comnany’s express business 
decreased $60,351. During the year $157,427 
was paid on account of car-trust obligations, 
and $135,083 on account of,new incomes. The 
report figures out a loss of $331,134 through 
the operation ot the New-York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio line, while because of last Winter's 
mildness there was a loss of $888,519 in the 
company’s coal tratftic. 

It was resolved at yesterday’s meeting that 
the payment of interest on the company’s in- 
come bonds should be begun next January, 
seven years having elapsed since such interest 
has been paid. 

In the annual report there are intimations 
that new securities will have to be issiied to 
provide needed equipment. Says the report; 

“‘The enormous expenditures by rival linea for 
additional equipment and increased facilities have 
forced upon your company outlays, though of 
smaller proportions, which had to be met or your 
company, notwithstanding all it had done in the 
past few years in this direction, would have fallen 
far behind in the effort to secure a fair share of the 
large and constantly-increasing business tributary 
to the trunk lines. It is admitted at the outset 
that itisno purpose of your board toattempt to 
follow the system of largeexpenditure of Capital 
by some of the very wealthy and most prosperous 
railroad corporations of the country, especially as 
it 18 understood that some of these vast expendi- 
tures have peen disappointing in their results. In 
the opinion of your board such a policy would be 
alike unsafe and unwise, but it would be a serious 
error to stand still and continue to lose, as the com- 
pany has lost recently, large amounts of traffic be- 
cause of inadequate equipment and facilities. 

“in the Judgment of your board, it would be most 
unwise to contract obligations to provide equip- 
ment for the maximum of business, such as exists 
in thé Autumn months, and have much of it idle 
the rewaining nine months, Some medium course 
should be adopted and every effort made to distrib- 
ute as equaily’ as may be the business over the 
twelve months of the year. To increase the means 
and facilities to enable your company to meet the 
great and growing demands of a tratiic that already 
taxes your capacity to the utmost, it would seem to 
be the partot prudence and wisdom to adopt some 
plan in the near future whereby provision may be 
made for such purpose. ‘his subject shall have 
the early and serious consideration of your board, 
and its earnest efforts to evolve a solution.”

NEW-YORK, ONTARIO AND WESTERN. 
Wail-street has a growing faith in the reports 
a long time current that the New-York, Ontario 
and Western Railroad is likely soon to pass into 
the contro! of the Vanderbilts. It has leaked 
out that acircular is going the rounds of for- 
eign stockholders asking that proxies, to be 
voted upon atthe coming annual election, be 
given to Cornelius Vanderbilt. Mr. Vanderbilt 
himself does not explain what is the meaning of 
this, but friends close to him say that he is act- 
ing in the interest of the New-York Central.

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A GAME OF FREEZE-OUT, 

TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 26,—Three months aao 
the Metropolitan Trust Company of New-York

The petitioners declare that in 1884 the Rock 
Island constructed their line in Kansas under 
the name of Chicago, Kansas and Nebraska, and 
caused all the vapitai stock to be transferred in 
solid block to itself, save what went to coun- 
ties, cities, aud townships voting. Jhey assert 
further that about the time the Chicago, Kansas 
and Nebraska was begun the line was 
leased pecoomen to the 5St. Joseph and 
Iowa Railroad, a short line controlied by the 
Rovk Isiand. The amount of rental, they de- 
clare, was fraudulently tixed at 30 per cent. of 
the earnings. Later the Rock Island bought the 
St. Joseph and Iowa, and with it the lease of the 
Chivago, Kansas and Nebraska. The latter road 
made large profits: and it is alleged, as no true 
accounting has been mude and the Rock Island 
took all except 30 per cent. of the earnings, 
there Was not enough left to pay the operating 
expenses and interest on the $25,149,000 which 
had been borrowed of the Metropolitan Trust 
Company to pay for C. K. and N. construction. 

The complainants say that thie sum was 
grossly excessive, that they have had no notice 
of stockholders’ meetings, that counsel for Rock 
Island and ©., K. and N. consented to the sale of 
the latter road at foreclosure. They claim 
that the earning capacity of the road ia 
sufficient to pay the interest and all operating 
expenses, and finally they demand a just 
accounting with reference ‘to the receipts of 
the Chicago, Kansas and Nebraska for tolis, rents 
and profits, the cancellation of the present 
pretended lease by which the Chicago, Kansas 
and Nebraska is nominated by the Chicago and 
Rock Island, and the formation of a lease, if 
necessary, by which the -Chivago, Kansas 
and Nebraska will be enabled to _ fre 
céive a fair sum for rental, sufficient 
to pay the existing indebtedness and interest 
on its bonds, thus preventing a foreclosure 
sale, that the earning be made applicable to 
payment of interest, and the true indebtedness 
of the C., K. & N. made the only incumbranee 
upon its property.

CHIOAGO GAS TRUST ILLEGAL. 


VIGOROUS AND AGGRESSIVE DECISION 
BY THE SUPREME COURT. 


OTTAawa, IiL, Nov. 26.—The Supreme Court 
filed a decision in the Chicago Gas Trust case 
to-day, in which the case was reversed and re- 
manded, and the union of the four gas compa- 
nies of Chicago, with a view to monopoly, was 
declared illegal, The opinion was filed by Jus- 
tice Magruder, and is vigoreus and aggressive. 

The validity of the company is acknowledged 
and the right to acquire works forthe manu- 
facture and sale of gas or electricity con- 
ceded, but tne authority -of the trust 
to purchase and hold and sell the capital 
stock of any company is denied. It is held 
that where a charter confers the power to oper- 
ate works for the manufacture and sale of gas 
it is not a necessary implication therefrom that 
the power to purchase stock in other gas com- 
panies should also exist. 

The Chicago Trust Company has purchased 
and now holds a majority of ali the shares of 
stock of the Chicago eompanies. 
of the results of such holdings is 
the trust company can control 
four. other companies. The purposes for 
which a corporation is formed, under the gen- 
eral incorporation act, must be a lawful pur- 

ose. So far a8 the trust was organized with 

he object of purchasing and hoiding all the 
shares of the capital stock of any gas company 
in Chicago or Tlifnois, it was not organized for 
a lawful purpose, and all acts done by it toward 
the accomplishment of such object are illegal 
and. void. 
mj Whatever tends to prevent competition be- 
tween those engaged in a public employment or 
business impressed with a public character is 
opposed to public policy, and therefore uniaw- 
ful. Whatever tends to oreate a monopoly is 
unlawful, as being contrary to public policy. 

The Judge gives extensive quotations and 
humerous citations from text writers and re- 
Ports to show the unlawful and void onharacter 
of monopolies, and says: 

“ But of what avail is it that any number of 
£as companies may be formed ifa giant trust 
company can be clothed with the power of buy- 
ing up and holding the stock and property of 
such companies? 

“To create one corporation for the express 
purpose of enabling it tv control ail the cor- 
porations engaged in a certain kind of business, 
and particularily a business of a public char- 
acter, is not only opposed to the public policy 
of the State, but is in contravention of the 
Pty if not the letter, of the Constitution. 
That §the exercise ofy power attempted to be 
conferred upon the trust must result in the 
creation of a monopoly results from the very 
nature of the power itself,

PROTEOTION ASKED FOR 
BRITISH COMPANIES. 


Beri, Nov. 26.—In the Reichstag to-day 
Herr. Richter, commenting upon the dispute re- 
garding the Niger Company, contended that 
the company levied duties where it had no 
Tight to exercise a protectorate. The German 
eompanies in East Africa and New-Guinea, he 
said, similarly erred. 

Herren Hammacher and Woermann, Nation- 
al Liberals, urged the Government to establish 
a consulate at Oalabar for the purpose of pre- 
venting German traders from being overridden 
by the English companies. The Government, 
they held, ought also to oppose England’s 
granting a royal charter to the company that is 
being formed to exploit O11 River, 

Count Herbert Bismarck replied that the 
subject of a consulate at Calabar and the Ou 
River question were being consiaered by the 
Government. The British Government, hesaid, 
had promised carefully to examine the charges

pected that a friendly settlement of the ques- 
tion would be reached.

LORD SALISBURY’S POLICY. 

LONDON, Noy. 26.—A Conservative conference 
was held at Nottingham to-day. The principal 
address was made by Lord Salisbury. He said 
that the views of Mr. Gladstone, looking to the 
separation of Ireland from Great Britain, were 
making no headway. The bye-elections for 
members of Parliament were mere skirmishes 
and were not fought on the main issue. He de- 
clared that he was in favor of forming a na- 


tional party, which must, he said, grow gradu- 
ally. Such a party could not be created by one 


man, 

Lord Salisbury addressed a mass meeting in 
the evening. He said he would not support the 
eight-hours bill, and it would be a great mis- 
take for workmen to have such a bill passed.

ANTINE COMMISSIONER, 
fHE COURT OF APPEALS SAYS HE WAS 
NOT A RESIDENT OF THE METRO+ 

POLITAN POLICE DISTRICT. 


ALBANY, Nov. 26.—Thomas C. Platt held the 
bifice Of Quarantiné Commissioner unlawfully, 
bo the Court of Appeals held to-day, sustaining 
the courts below, which ousted him therefrom. 
Judge Danforth writes the opinion, which is 
Onanimously concurred in. The appeal was 
from a judgment of the General Term affirming 
udgment entered upon a verdict, and by which 
t was determined ‘that the defendant be 
ousted and excluded from the office of Quaran- 
tine Commissioner.” 

Judge Danforth in the opinion says that Mr. 
Platt was appointed Quarantine Commissioner 
Jan. 29, 1880, under the act of April 29, 1863, 
establishing a Quarantine Boara, and exercised 
the functions of the office until this action was 
instituted for bis removal on the ground that 


® was nota resident of the Metropolitan Po- 
ice District at the time of his appointment, or 
of any territory included therein, but was a 
resident of Tioga. The facts on which the ver- 
dict turned are rehearsed, ana the opinion holds: 


That the office is a statutory one, and the act 
creating the patronage or power to confer the trust 
prescribes particular circumstances, without which 
—- is not eligible to its enjoyment. He must 

8 aresident of the Metropolitan Police District, a 
well-defined but comparatively small portion of the 
State. A resident is distinguished from a stranger. 
The relation has a legai sanction, afd in some cases 
secures its possessor a settlement and pauper 
privileges under the poor tae | or under thé élec- 
tion laws @ right to vote. in all cases where a 
statute prescribes “resident” as a qualification for 
the enjoyment ofa privilege or the exercise of a 
franchise, the word is equivalent to the place 
of domicile of the person who claims its benefit. 
The defendent offera his vote in Tioga County be- 

ause he is a resitient of that county and of theelec- 

p district where it is offered. It is received under 

the provision of law that a person so situated shall be 
entitiéd to the privilege. His absence from that 
county, however long, so that it is temporary and is 

ot an abandonment of his home, will not deprive 

m of hié residence, though his absence extend 
through @ series of years; nor can his actual pres- 
ence daring that time in another aistrict entitle 
him to thé 6njoyment of another franchise, for 
which Only a resident of that district is, by law, 
qualified. For the latter purpose he is in contem- 

lation of law a8 much a stranger ih the Metropol. 
Feat Police District as for the other purpose he is at 
ome a resident in Tioga 

The poquiey suggested by the statute is a simple 
pne, easily determinéd by the appointing power 
when the legal home of the candidate is found, and 
ji would be productive of great confusion and diffi- 
culty if its answer was made to dépend upon his 
place of business or its nature or amount or the de- 
gree of altention which he personally gave it. 


THE TAXES MUST BE PAID. 


&R. PLATT’S EXPRESS COMPANY NOT 


INDEPENDENT OF THE LAW. 


ALBANY, Nov. 26.—The Court of Appeals to- 
day affirmei the order below in The People ex 
rel. Thomas C. Platt against Controller Wem- 
ple, which is against the relator, Platt Thé 
©asé6 aro0s’ upon an application by Mr. Piatt as 
President of the United States Express Com- 
pany for &@ certiorari requiring the Controller 
to return to the Supreme Court his proceedings 
in relation to the imposition of a tax on the) 
franchise or business of that company, to the 
snd that such proceedings might be bet aside, 
anil thatin the meantime the Collection of the 
tax be stayed. The material points showed 
that prior to April 9, 1888, the Controller 
Salled upon the express company to report as 
to the amouut of its capital stook employed 
within this State, that he micht adjust the tax 
due under Chapter 542, Laws of 1880. The com- 
pany refused to comply by furnishing the data 
fequired. From such as was received the taxés 
ani ponalti¢s recites in the relator’s applica- 
tion were fixed. 

It was stipulated that the only question to be 
argued should be whether the relator was labie 
for the tax provided for by the third section 
of the ast and the acts amendatory thereof. 
‘The application of the relator to vacate the as- 
sessment was denied, and the proceedings of 
the relator ratified and Gunfirmed, An appeal 
was taken to the Court of Appeals and io-day 
the order was affirmed. Judge Danforth writes 
this opinion, and all bis associates concur if its 
conclusions. 

The opinion recites the history of the com- 
pany from its formation in 1854, and holds that 
the company haé the characteristics of & corpo- 
Yation, aid, 80 far as it can, it assumes to iteéif 
an independent personality and asserts powers 
@nu clalins privileges not possessed by individ- 
uals or partnerships, Itis precisély such an 
association as, when formed without authority 
from Parliament, was declared in England to be 
illegal and void, and to be “deemed a public 
nuisance.” It isnot necessary to assert in what 
caves such a combination of individuals would 
now be illegal at common law, for the statutes 
of the State render the arrangement possible, 
and, in the court’s opinion, the association in 
question is within their purview. 

The laws relating to joint stock cémpanies 
are explained to considérable length. The court 
finds nothing to warrant the contention of the 
company that it is a mere partnership, éxisting 
only under its articles of agreement or associa- 
tion. The act of 1880, as amended in 1881, de 
clared “that every corporation, joint stock 
pet tt or other association Whatevér, incor- 
te ated under any law of this State, or under 

he law of con f other State or country, and doing 
business within this State, ahall be subject to 

ay @tax. It i8 the duty of thé President ot 

easuirer of each such organization to make 
® report to the Controller. Thé word “ in- 
eorporatrea” employed in this law must 
be taken to include any combination of indi- 
viduals upon terms which embody or adopt 
as ruies or regulations of biisiness the enabling 
provisions of the statues, The agreement of the 
company which brougit many persons into one 
artificial body was so frawed as to accompliéh 
that end, and they niust be dcemed for the pur- 
pose of the actin question to be incorporated. 

The principal question is not new. The tax 
sought to be enforced is neither in form nor 
substanos obhoxious to any provision of the 
Federal Constitution. It interferes in no_re- 
spect with commerce with foreign nations or 
among the several States. In no respect dues 
it profess to regulate commerce. The court 
grees with the Supreme Court and affirms the 
order.

A NEW BROTHERHOOD AGENT. 


“MIKE” KELLY STARTS FOR SAN FRAN- 
CISCO TO GET RECRUITS. 


Kelly, the Captain of the Boston team, started 
for San Francisco last evening. The object of 
his trip is to secure the signatures of the Bos- 
ton men who are now playing on the Pacifie 
slope to Brotherhood contracts. The “ King,” 
as Kelly is termed, is very popular with his 
club mates, and it is thought that he can in- 
duce even the most stubborn of the men to at- 
tach his signature to a Brotherhood contract.

MUST PAY LICENSE FEES. 
ey 
THE THIRD-AVENUK RAIL ROAD’S OBLI- 
GATIONS TO THE CITY, 


ALBANY, Nov. 26.—New-York City wins its 
cases against the Third-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany, which were to recover license on the cars| 
of thé compauy. The opinion in the decision by 
the Court of Appeals to-day, written by Judge 
Danforth, is concurred in by all the Judgés, 
The inquiry was as tu the construction of a res- 
olution passed by the Common Council of New- 
York in 1852, accepted by Van Schaick and 
others, the Third-Avenue Company’s assignors, 
and which formed the Basis of an agreemeut 
between the Mayor, &c., of New-York and Van 
Schaick ana his associates. 

The resolution conferred aright to construct, 
run, and operate thé railroad, and the action 
was brought to enforce payment of the con- 
sideration to which the plaintiff claims to be 
entitled. The obligation of thé grantée is ex- 
pressed in the resolution. It follows the grant 
of power to the company, and in consideration 
thereof and of other matters it declares that 
the company shall pay, from the date of the 
opening of the railroad; the annual licensé for 
each car then (December, 1852,) allowed by 
Jaw, and Bhali have licenses accordingly. At 
that time an ordinance, passed May 8, 183, 
and amended in 1844, on stages and accom 
modation coaches was in force and reqiired 
the payment of a license fee to the city o! 
New-York “ for its use” for every accommodn- 
snp coach or stag6é $30, whe drawn by fou: 
and $20 when drawn by.two horses. By virtu: 
of the privilege the défendatit has every yea: 
run over its road a large number of passenge: 
cars, each drawn py horses, and under the ordi- 
nancé the plaintiff récovered & Verdict for 
license fees of $20 each, according to the num- 
ber of cars run in the last six years. 

The opinion eoncurs in the views given in the 
judgment of thé cvurt below, Th6 general 
meaning or governing sense of the resolutions 
is obVious enough, Itis that; in consideration 
of the franchise it bargains for, the company 
éhall pay a license fee. It is to pay such fee 
from thé opéning of the road anntially, aiid it is 
to pay nota fee thereafter to be imposed, but 
afee already imposed ahd then existing in 
favor of the city. The ordinance then in force 
contains éverything necessary to answer those 
conditions. The court is unable to seé the 
force of the contention of the defendant, that 
the ordinanée Is silent as to dara, And holds that 
pcoseh.or stage and car are the same in law, 

héy are vehiclés that turn or that run by 
turning on wheels. The court says: 

.“ It is plain that by adaptation and improvement 
the modern railway car has been 6volved from thé 
old-fashioned stage coach. Neither the word coach, 
Btage, or car can be said to be words of art or to 
have any legal or fixéd meaning distinguished from 
the other, or any one of them from several other 
terms implying a vehicle or conveyance. The reso- 
lution was a grant of a valuable tranchise along 
one aveniie in the city. Over that avenue there 
were ata time three stage lines, paying $20 for 
each stage td the city. In the n&ture of things 
the new mode of transportation wouid succeed the 
eld. Therailroad would drive off the étages. The 
receipt of revenue as part of the consideration was 
the object aimed at by the city, and its paymen 
was part of the price agreed upon by the other 
party. The fee mentioned in the ordinance was 
within the intention of both parties as expressed in 
the agreement, ve the judgment of the court be. 
low 18 concurred in that its payment may properly 
be enforced.” 
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By this decision penalties aggregating up- 
ward of $107,000 are awarded the city of New- 
York, and the question of the amount of the an- 
nual license fee to be paid on eath of theiy cars 
by the Third-avenue : ompany |s settled definite- 
ly for alltime. A third case of the same char- 
acter which was resting in judgment is also set- 
tied in favor of the city by thé. opinions in the 
two cases mentioned, 

_, Lhe litigation was begun in 1875 _by the then 
Corporation Counsel William ©. Whitney, and 
all of his successors have had @ part in it. At 
first attempts were made to collect & license fée 
of $58 for each car; in common witb other rail- 
roads, but in this the city was unsuccessful, 
ben, upon a@ provision in the law which fixed a 
icense fee of $20 fer annum for stages, the 
present litigation was instituted, with the re- 
sult indicated. This will be the amount of the 
anniial licensé for each car that the railroad

The New-York Hydraulic Power Supply Com- 
pany made an application to the Controller and 
Ommissioner of Public Works yesterday 
for permits tod lay pipes to supply hy- 
draulic power. They ask ermission to 
lay ten-inch pipes, with 750-pound press- 
ure, in Church, Baxter, Bayard, Market, 
Front, and West streets and Broadway. They 
agree, in the event of getting the rights asked 
for, to supply the Fire Department south of 
Houston-street with water pressure. This, 
they claim, would do away with the engines. 
Besides doing this, they agree to pay per 
cent. of the gross receipts into the City Treasury. 

In a dispatch from Albany yesterday 1t was 
reported that in the case of the People,respond- 
ents, against the American Bell Telephone|Com- 
pany, the judgment of the lower court against 
the defendant had been reversed by the Court of 
Appeals and judgment ordered for defendant 
with costs. “This suit,” said Mr, Carter of 
Carter & Ledyard, counsel for the company, 
“was for the recovery of more than $40,000 
State taxes sued for*under the corporation law 
of 1881. It was resisted on the ground that the 
American Bell Company was incorporated under 
the laws of Massachusetts.”

VAULT OWNERS DISCUSS THE FATE OF 
THE MARBLE CEMETERY. 


About two hundred ladies and gentlemen, 
representing owners of vaults in the old Marble 
Cemetery in Second-street, between First and 
Second avenues, met in Room 24, Cooper 
Union, yesterday afternoon and discuased the 
question of taking action looking either to se 
curing proper care for the cemetery or to the 
removal of the bodies and sale of the property, 
which is said to be worth $125,000. Among 
those present were William Callender, whe pre- 
sided; the Rev. Eugene A. Hoffman, William L. 
Whittemore, William A. Beyd, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gunning. 8. Redford, Auson 
Baker, Richard Wynkoop, the Rev. 8. 8B. Halli- 
day, Albert Bullus, William P. Howell, T, Wcod- 
hull, Frederic de Peyster Foster, James 
Fraser, Daniel Elliott, Henry A. Mott, and Will- 
iam Shrady. 

A committee appointed at a previous meeting 
reported that very few interments are madeé in 
the cemetery; that it had only $3,000 in money, 
and that there is no one to look to to pay the 
expense of maintenance. The report suggested 
thatthe bodies in the cemetery might be re- 
moved to Woodlawn, and that the Board of Ed- 
ucation was desirous of securing the property 
by condemnation, 

A resolution was offered opposing a sale of 
the cemetery as unnecessary and recommen 
ing that vault owners present at the meeting 
submit to an assessment for funds to keep the 
cemetery in repair. After speeches in which 
the abandonment of the cemetery was gener- 
ally disapproved and the i¢ea of removing the 
bodies to Woodlawn was strongly opposed, 
the resolution was voted down and James 
Fraser, Dr. Frederick Bedford, William Shraday, 
J. V. V. Olcott, and Freaeric de Peyster Foster 
were appointed a committee to coufer with the 
vault owners, of whom there are 349, find out 
what they desire, aud report to an annual or 
epecial meeting.

BAD FOR THE PURCHASERS. 


PROPERTY THAT MUST REVERT TO THE 
HEIRS OF ADAM MULLER. 


Congressman Ashbdel P. Fitoh, ox-Judge 
Thomas Nelson, Mrs. Mary M. Gurnee, and oth- 
ers will lose some money by a decision rendered 
by Judge Ingraham in Part IV. of the Supreme 
Court yesterday. In 1873 Adam Muller died, 
leaving a widow and several children, feur of 
whom were infants. His estate included sev- 
é6ral pieces of real estate, among which was @ 
plot of ground on Eighty-seventh-street, near 
Fourth-avenue, His will contsined «a provision 


forbidding the sale of any of the real estate 
until his youngest child beeame of age. This 
limit was reached in 18386. 

In 1876, however, a suit was brorght in the 
Superior Court by some of the adult childrea 
for the partition of the real estate, and in 1877 
the real estate was suld under a decrees of that 
court. Subsequently all of the purchasers ex- 
cept those of the Eighty-seventh-stréet plot 
applied to the courts for relief from their bids, 
aud obtained it. The purchasers of thé Eighty- 
seventh-street-property proceeded to erect 81x 
five-story brownsione buildings, which Low 
stand upon the ground. Recently an action 
was brought in the name of the children whe 
were winors at the time of the sale to have it 
set aside on account of the provision in their 
fatber’s will above referred to, and for the fur- 
tuer reason that they knew nothing about the 
sale aud received none of the proceeds, 

Judge Ingraham decides that the provision in 
the will against tie sale of the rea: estate ren- 
ders the decree of the Superior Court annullable, 
and that the lots and buildings in question 
wust go to the children.

THANESGIVING PROVISIONS. 

Thanksgiving: trade in the provision business 
was brisk yesterday. Wagons blocked Wash- 
ington-street, and the drivers swore at each 
other right merrily. The merchauts in the 
poultry line were very well satisfied with their 
day’s work and profits. Thanksgiving’s favor- 
ite bird, the turkey, was almost at a premium. 
The large numbpers bought up by the charitable 


institutions was the cause of the advance in the 
price of turkeys, but the prices of chickens aud 
fowls, instead of going up, were low. A large 
quantity of the poultry that was sold off yes- 
terday was of poor quality. The reveipts had 
been large for several days past, and the mild 
weather of Monday affected much of the stock 
while it was being conveyed from the trains to 
the icehouses. 

For the more fashionable citizens there was 
@n abundancs of game, Canuvas-back ducks, 

artridges, grouse, snipe, and plover, and for 
he poorer fanciers rabbits are quite cheap. I6 
is very difficult to get any venison, and proba- 
bly no one but a regular customer of the deal- 
efs could obtain it, as the latter are afraid of 
being prosecuted for sellingit. Large quanti- 
tiés of oranges have been received from Flor- 
ida, and were generally quickly bought up by 
the grocers and Italian fruit men. This was 6v- 
idence that there was an excellent demand for 
this luscious fruit for the holiday. 

The trade in milk does not seem to be as brisk 
as has usually been the case at this season of 
the year. What has affected the trade in adai- 
tion to this dullness is the increased rates for 
freights demanded by the #xpress companies 
for carrying cream to Baltimore, Washington, 
and even further South. Carloads of cream 
from New-York have véen shipped to those 
places. Some time ago, however, the express 
companies decided to raise the freight-rate 50 
cents per can, besides charging for the return of 
the empty cans. The dealers here remon- 
strated with the companiés, but only succeeded 
in getting a reduction of 5 cents for returning 
the cans.

The chief reflection excited by the final

wayfarer endowed with common sense. 
The law provided that no person could be 
appointed to the office of Quarantine Com- 
missioner unless he resided within what 
was known as the Metropolitan Police Dis- 
trict at the time the law was passed. The 
Jaw also holds that a man’s residence is 
where he exercises and claims the rights 
and immunities of citizenship. PLaTT’s 
home was in Tioga County, and there year 
after year he ran caucuses and voted. 
Therefore it was plain that he was not 
eligible for the office of Quarantine Com- 
missioner, though he was engaged in busi- 
ness in this city and passed most of his 
time here at a hotel. But it has taken a

Although Hippo.y Te is hardly more than 
well seated in the Presidency of Hayti, 
already there is some rumor of the begin- 
ning of an armed movement to try to depose 
him. The normal condition of the republic 
in former years used to be that of instabil- 
ity or revolution, and now the successive 
overthrow of SALOMON and LEGITIME may 
have stirred up the old restlessness; but 
perhaps the current rumors are exagger- 
ated. Our Government has in the Gulf 
waters at present one war ship, the Yantic, 
Commander RocKWELL, which arrived at 
Santiago de Cuba not quite a fortnight ago. 
With affairs in Hayti not well assured, and 
with the future of Brazil far from certain, 
itis possible that at least a part of Rear 
Admiral WaLKER’s squadron of evolution 
may not spend as much time on the other 
side of the Atlantic within the next year 
or two as it had anticipated. We have but 
two vessels, the Richmond and the Talla- 
poosa, how on the South Atlantic station, 
both doubtless by this time at Rio de Ja- 
neiro. It is true that the Galena, Kearsarge, 
and Dolphin, at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
are all expected to be ready for sea next 
week, but should any great need also be 
felt of having the new steel vessels on this 
side of the Atlantic, probably some of them 
would cut short their stay in European 
waters, ‘ 





Little Costa Rica, in area next to the 
smallest of the Central American States, 
and in population the smallest, has for many 
months .been engaged in a most excited 
Presidential canvass, which lately culminat- 
ed in a revolution in San José, the capital. 
The candidates were ESQUIVEL and Rop- 
RIGUEZ. The former was President of the 
Costa Rica Congress, and when Gen. BER- 
NARDO Soro, the President of the republic, 
withdrew, some time ago, from the active 
administration of his office, ESQUIVEL be- 
came Acting President in his stead. Last 
August the charge that he was using his 
place to forward his election induced him 
to call back President Soto, who accord- 
ingly resumed office. Affairs then went on 
more quietly; but soon the Rodriguez party 
complained also of the attitude of Pres- 
ident Soto, and at length, by a sudden 
armed uprising, early in the present month, 
they compelled his withdrawal and put in 
his stead Dr. DURAN, a wealthy physician 
who had served under him a short time as 
Minister of Public Works, during the Au- 
tumn, and had then resigned. This was a 
practical demonstration of RODRIGUEZ’s 
power in San José. Since, outside of the 
capital, in the country districts, Rop- 
RIGUEZ was known to be the stronger, the 
report immediately following, that he had 
triumphed in the general elections, became 
entirely credible. But it is all a strange 
experience for Costa Rica. Her population, 
tranquil, yet progressive and industrious, 
has not for many a year seen, a long Sum- 
mer of such excited politics, still less a 
coup d’éiat; while the triumph of an oppo- 
sition candidate against one who receives 
the support of the Government is also un- 
usual, 











THERE IS PLENTY OF TIME. 


It seems to us that Mr. Henry R. TOWNE 
spoke without due consideration when he 
announced in his address before the Society 
of Mechanical Engineers last week the 
opinion that there is not sufficient time to 
prepare forthe World’s Fair between now 
and 1892. Coming from one greatly inter- 
ested in the undertaking and an expert in 
regard to work of construction, his words 
were calculated to have some effect, and it 
was a mistake for him to make such a pub- 
lic announcement hastily and without con- 
saltation with those with whom he is as- 
sociated as a member of the World’s Fair 
Committee. Ina letter written since his 
address was delivered he explains that he 
did not mean that we cannot “ erect build- 
ings of the needed size by 1892, but that 
more time should be taken in order to give 
higher architectural and artistic quality to 
the buildings and to all that relates to 
the adornment of the exhibition.” In 
uther words, he thinks additional 
time is needed for the preparation of 
plans and designs rather than for the 
work of construction, which he admits can 
be carried on with great rapidity. We 
have not the least doubt that, with unstint- 
ed funds and effective support, under the 
direction of a skillful and energetic builder 
like D. H. Kine, Jr., for instance, all the 
buildings could be constructed and made 
ready within the limits of a single year if 
necessary. We havein this city architect- 
ural talent and skill which, if rightly di- 
rected, could certainly produce plans for 
the buildings as tasteful and ornate as 
would be desired within a very few months. 
With prompt legislation, an efficient organ- 
ization, and plenty of funds there will be 
“no lack of time for the work that is to be 
done. . 

References to the time occupied in pre- 
paring for the Centennial Exhibition at 
Philadelphia are apt to be very misleading, 
It is true that the first act of Congress with 
reference to it was passed in March, 1871, 
more than five years before the exhibition 
actually opened, but itmerely declared that 
the exhibition should be held under the 
auspices of the Government and provided 
for the Centennial Commission. The com- 
mission was not organized until ayear later, 
and it proved a cumbersome and useless 
body. Infact, it was worse than useless; it 
‘was an embarrassment and an incubus, It 
was in June, 1872, that the act creating the 
Board of Finance was passed, and it was not 
until the Spring of 1873 that the organiza- 
tion was ready for work. Then there was 
delay in consequence of conflict between 
the Centennial Commission and the Con- 
tennial Board of Finance, and the difficulty 
and uncertainty of raising money, the balk 
of which was finally furnished by. the city 
of Phijadelphia, the State of Pennsylvania, 
and the Government of the United States. 
Much is to be learned by the experience of 
that time and by what has been accom- 

since in other countries. All needed

as far advanced in the Spring of 1890 as 
were those for the Centennial of 1876 in 
the Spring of 1874. 

In Philadelphia preliminary plans for 

buildings were submitted in July, 1873, 
designs were accepted for further elab- 
oration a month later, and the general plan 
was accepted on Nov, 1 of that year, but it 
was not until July, 1874, that the design 
for the main building was finally approved, 
and the grading of the ground was not be- 
gun until October of that year. The whole 
work of construction was, therefore, done 
in about a year and a half under a cum- 
brous and slow-working organization, and 
with insufficient financial support. All 
this dawdling and delay can be avoided, 
and the only real danger of obstruction 
is in Congress. Let that body act pa- 
triotically and promptly and there will 
be nothing in the way of the most 
rapid progress, As for the work of de- 
sign and the preparation of plans for 
grounds and buildings, with the ma- 
terial now at hand and rapidly accumulat- 
ing, and with the architectural skill that 
can be readily brought into requisition, 
there is no reason why it should occupy 
more than three or four months, or six at 
the outside. Only a part of the time would 
be reauired for the adoption of such gen- 
eral plans as would be a guide fer laying 
out and preparing grounds and sites for 
buildings, or for letting the contracts for 
the iron, and by the time the completed 
designs were ready the work of construc- 
tion could begin. If this stage were reached 
by October of next year there would be as 
much time for actual building as there was 
in Philadelphia. No doubdt the undertaking 
here would be much greater and more 
elaborate than that of 1876, but we have 
learned much and made great progress 
since then, especially in architecture and 
building. 
The proper time for celebrating the dis- 
covery of America by CHRISTOPHER COLUM- 
BUS isthe year 1892; the proper place is 
the metropolis of the American Continent, 
and the proper manner is an international 
exhibition of the products of the earth and 
of human labor and skill, whereby the 
progress of these four centuries may be 
illustrated. Mr. Townr has said that 
having the celebration on the quadri-cen- 
tenary of the event to be celebrated 
is a matter of sentiment. So it is, but 
it isa matter of vital importaneé all the 
same. Celebrating the adoption of the 
Declaration of Independence in 1876 
rather than 1877 was a matter of 
sentiment, but the enthusiasm and in- 
terest were attached to ’76 and they 
were an important element in the suc- 
cess of the exhibition. There should be no 
talk of postponement; it would take the 
life out of popular interest and reduce the 
affair to the level of a mercenary enter- 
prise devoid of ‘ sentiment” and the in- 
spiration of enthusiasm. There is time. 
enough for preparation, provided the Gov- 
ernment acts promptly and the people give 
their hearty support. 








SILVER AND LEGAL TENDEBRS. 


We publish this morning the reply of 
Mr. JoHN JAY KNox, ex-Controller of the 
Currency and President of the Bank of the 
Republic, to the proposition of Mr. W. P. 
ST. JoHN as to the substitution of legal- 
tender coin certificates for. United States 
legal-tender notes and nationa] bank notes, 
Mr. KNox’s, judgment will carry authority 
wherever his name is known, and some of 
the objections to Mr. St. JoHN’s plan are 
weighty, but we think the two gentlemen 
approach the subject from very different 
points of view. 

Mr. St. JoHN’s plan is presented, as we un- 
derstand it, under the firm conviction 
that action will be taken by the Govern- 
ment, either under the present law or by 
some further direction of Congress, to in- 
crease the coinage of silver, and he hopes 
to secure, as an offset to this, the with- 
drawal of the United Btates notes. As to 
the national bank notes, he is persuaded 
that they will gradually disappear, be- 
cause it will not be to the interest of the 
banks to continue the issue of them. On 
the other side, Mr. KNox has plainly not 
abandoned hope that the present monthly 
rate of coinage, so far from being increased, 
may be suspended or diminished, and he 
believes that with certain not very great 
changes in the conditions of issue the bank 
circulation will continue, and may even be 
made to take the place of United States 
notes. 

No one of sound judgment as to finance, 
we are confident, would accept Mr. Sr. 
JouN’s plan save as @ compromise to 
avoid a worse result otherwise inevitable. 
We do not understand him to propose it in 
any other sense. Whetber it is required for 
that purpose or not remains to be seen.

THE CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY. 


The annual report of the Children’s Aid 
Society appears, very appropriately, on the 
eve of Thanksgiving, which is ong of the 
holidays the existence of which asa day of 
rejoicing the society alone makes known to 
thousands of otherwise friendless children. 
The present report is the thirty-seventh. 
The saving of human suffering that has 
been effected during these thirty-seven 
years by the existence of this admirable 
society is, of course, quite incalculable, and 
one is utterly at a loss to conjecture what 
other agency would have done any consider- 
able part of its work if its founders had 
not conceived and executed the humane 
idea of helping all the human waifs that 
were afloat in what was, thirty-seven years 
ago, @ growing and is now become a great 
city. In its absence the children whom it 
has benefited would have been left to be 
dealt with by the churches on the one hand 
and the public institutions on the other. 
The churches are doing an excellent work in 
their own way, butit isdone among. their 
ewn poor, None of our religious bodies has 
an effective organization extending beyond 
the confines of the several parishes for

children, and none of the Protest- 
ant bodies cah be said to have 
the pretense of such an organization. As 
to the “institutions,” it need only be said 
that admission to them is gained, for the 
most part, under the sentence or the order 
of a court, and that they themselves have 
been managed with strict reference to 
“politics,” to explain how little of human 
sympathy and intelligent guidance can be 
looked for from them. ‘They are necessary, 
of course, though the extension to the ut- 
most of the work of the Children’s Aid 
Society would render their necessity much 
less apparent thanitis now. But any vell- 
wisher of astray child might well hesi- 
tate in considering which would really be 
better for the future welfare of the child 
in whom he might be interested, between 
growing up in vagrancy and growing up in 
an “institution.” 

Happily this choice is not compelled. 
The report we are considering shows that 
since its formation the society has found 
homes in the country for more than sev- 
enty thousand children, most of whom, had 
they been either left alone or taken in 
hand. by the courts and the institutions, 
would have been either burdens upon s0- 
ciety or curses to it, and who, thanks to 
the intervention of the society, have been 
put in the way of growing up to useful and 
respectable manhood and womanhood. The 
lodging houses of the society have done a 
work evep more extensive and, in many 
cases, equally permanent. It is estimated 
that their shelter has been obtained by 
some two hundred thousand children, who, 
without them, would have been exposed to 
a moral taint even more dangerous than 
the physical privation from which they 
have been relieved. 

It is the just pride of the society that its 
name expresses the purpose with which it 
has been organized and conducted, Itis a 
society for the “‘ aid,” not for the support, of 
children. It aims to enable them to sup- 
port themselves, and, so far from pauperiz- 
ing.them, it demands of those of its bene- 
ficiaries who are able to earn money a mod- 
erate payment for what it supplies them 
withal, and those who are unable it tries to 
put in the way of earning money. Its work 
is thus as unimpeachable in practice as it is 
benevolent in intention. 

It is very gratifying to know that the 
work of the society is appreciated by those 
who are in a position to promote it. Some of 
the noblest, the most modest, and the most 
useful of the benefactions that do more 
than anything else to relieve New-York of 
the reproach of being wholly given over to 
money-grabbing have been made through 
the medium offered by the society. Within 
the past year two handsome and well- 
equipped buildings have been opened and 
put to the uses of the society, while three 
others are in course of erection, and the 
money has been pledged to build a fourth. 
If the various buildings of the society were 
concentrated in one pile, they would make 
an imposing feature in our city architecture 
and a very impressive testimonial to the 
work of the society. In proportion as they 
thus became more imposing they would 
become less useful. They are now not only 
widely scattered, but most of them are in 
quarters of the city which few of its weil- 
to-do inhabitants have occasion to visit, 
but they are doing their work all the better 
and more effectively on this account. 

There is still, the report tells us, need of 
an additional building for the west side 
Italian school, now in provisional and in- 
adequate quarters. The cost of asuitable 
and well-equipped building for this pur- 
pose, including the land, would be about 
$75,000. There is need also of an addi- 
tional building for the Health Home at 
Coney Island, though the cost of this would 
be but about $5,000. » We feel sure that 
these requirements need only to be brought 
to the attention of those who are able to 
supply them in order to be promptly met. 
The rich men and women who desire to 
benefit their kind, but who are too busy to 
be their own almoners, ought to hail with 
special satisfaction the existence of a so- 
ciety by which the benefactions intrusted 
to it are sure to be well administered and 
which cannot be too well equipped for the 
great work it has to do. 





COMMISSIONS AND PROMOTIONS. 


The recommendation of Gen. SCHOFIELD 
that hereafter officers should be commis- 
sioned generally in the arm of the serv- 
ice to which they belong, instead of in 
a particular regiment of that arm, is 
one that has been made before, notably by 
the late Adjutant General. Gen. ScHo- 
FIELD mentions as the reason for the pro- 
posed change that officers so commissioned 
could ‘‘ be assigned to regiments and trans- 
ferred from one regiment to another by the 
President as the interests of the service 
may require.” Gen. DruM, in one of his 
reports, more fully explained that ‘‘it hap- 
pens sometimes that during the permanent 
absence of the Colonel of a regiment 
through sickness or other cause, when 
the command of necessity devolves on 
either of the other field officers, the 
latter lack the elements required for the 
successful discharge of the duties of a regi- 
mental commander, andin such cases the 
regiment, no matter hew zealous and ef- 
ficient the company commanders may be, 
suffers loss in discipline and high tone.’’ 
Others, who do not choose to suppose a case 
of such sweeping unfitness to command in 
the field officers of any regiment, yet take 
the general ground that it is well to have 
perfect freedom to use the right men for 
the right places, instead of being bound by 
fixed regimental commissions. 





The opponents of this plan hold that com- 
missioning in the arm only would give 
great opportunity for favoritism, both in 
original assignment and in subsequent 
transfers; that there would be constant in- 
triguing to obtain some places and to avoid 
others; that there would be less regimental 
or company pride and interest on the part 
of officers; that the service would be much 
less stable and less just than now, and less 
‘satisfactory to officers as a whole. Besides, 
it is argued that it would be a poor reward 
for achieving success in one regiment to be 
assigned to another where the duties would 
bo disagreeable, exchanging, perhaps, with 
‘an offlcer who would immediately proceed 
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had his old one, While it is admitted that 
there may be special reasons for special as- 
signments, it is urged that these can now 
be made without a general change of sys- 
tem, and an officer unfit to command ina | 
grade higher than his own is a better sub- 
ject for discharge or retirement than for 
transfer. It is on such grounds, perhaps, | 
that Secretary ProctoR makes no positive 
recommendation on this subject, and says 
that a difference of opinion exists about it. 

A second recommendation of Gen. ScHo- 
FIELD, which has also been often made be- 
fore, introduces the element of personal 
hardship. He proposes to establish lineal 
promotion in the lower as well as the higher 
grades of the service, wherever the senior- 
ity rule applies. At present, when a va- 
cancy occurs in the grade of Major of 
cavalry, artillery, or infantry,the ranking 
Captain in that arm of service is promoted 
to fill it. Soit is with the grades of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Colonel, the highest 
Major or Lieutenant Colonel in the arm 
being advanced, respectively. But to a 
vacancy as Captain of a company, only the 
highest First Lieutenant in that particular 
regiment is advanced, and so itis with a 
vacancy in the grade of First Lieutenant of 
the line. Out of this want of uniformity a 
great difference in advancement results for 
Lieutenants. One gets his company after 
a total service as subaltern of perhaps ten 
years, while another gets it after a service 
of twenty. There have been, in fact, many 
cases of officers serving more than twenty 
years in the grade of First Lieutenant 
alone and being unable to go higher be- 
cause of thisrule of regimental instead of 
lineal promotions in Lieutenancies. Again 
and again the ranking Second Lieutenant 
or First Lieutenant in the arm sees his 
juniors going up above him. He may see a 
lad appointed to the Military Academy and 
watch him through his course, see him 
graduate, and then observe him go upin 
the grmy over his own head, not through a 
system of selection, in which such inequal- 
ities are intentional, but in nominal pursu- 
ance of a system of seniority promotion. 

Of course there is also something to be 
said for the existing rule, or else it would 
not have continued so long, and would not 
pow find advocates. Undoubtedly it calls for 
fewer and shorter transfers from station to 
station than lineal promotion for Lieuten- 
ants would. Still, Gen. ScHorretp holds 
that it is an injustice, and that ‘the evil 
has been greatly aggravated in past years 
by the selection of such officers for retire- 
ment on account of disability as would 
make place for the promotion of juniors 
over the heads of their seniors.” One 
branch of the last Congress sought to 
remedy what were considered wrongs al- 
ready done by giving either the pay or both 
the rank and pay of the grade above to 
officers under Colonel who had served 
twenty years in one grade. This bill, how- 
ever, was not enacted in the other branch. 
Should it be renewed, it may perhaps be 
supplemented by another bill of more gen- 
eral legislation for uniform lineal promo- 
tion in the arm, 








The hand organ is to be let loose upon the 
community again under certain discourag- 
ing restrictions. It must have a license 
from the Mayor, and not more than three 
hundred licenses can be issued, or about 
one-third as many as there are for liquor 
saloons. Moreover, it must keep away 
from schoolhouses, asylums, hospitals, and 
other public institutions, and cannot play 
within 250 feet of any house if requested 
by an occupant thereof to “move on.” 
Besides, the player of the organ cannot 
ask for money in return for music ‘in 
any way, shape, or manner, directly or 
indirectly.” This will deprive the amus- 
ing monkey of his occupation and make 
that of his melancholy master more de- 
pressing. The result of this new ordinance 
for the suppression of street bands in the 
interest of union labor will doubtless be 
that where the hand organ is an infliction 
it can be abated, and where it is a boon it 
can be enjoyed. It will probably confine 
its peregrinations mostly to the sympathetic 
neighborhood of tenement houses and pick 
up the unsolicited pennies of the poor, 
leaving the brownstone districts uninvaded 
by its unwelcome notes. 





OUR FIRST BIG GUN. 
From Yesterday's Albany Argus. 

The first of the big steel rifled breech-loading 
guns manufactured at Watervliet, to which 
reference was made a short time ago in the 
reports of Gen. Benét, Chief of Ordnance, and 
Secretary of War Proctor, was shipped yester- 
day by rail for New-York. A number of in- 
terested spectators watched the process of 


hoisting the gun by the cranes to the platform 
cars. The gun is on its wor to the Government 
prowine grounds ac Sandy Hook. It will reach 

ew-York to-day and be transferred by boat to 
Sandy Hook, and the teat will be made early 
next week. Two of the new breech-loaaing 
mortars were also shipped at the same time. 

The officers at the arsenal are mach inter- 
ested in the test of the new gun, and some of 
them will daoubless be present. The construc- 
tion of the gun has been a matterof greqt 
mechanical delicacy and over 10,000 measure- 
ments were taken ofit at the various stages 
of ite construction. Some regret is expressed 
tuat the Senate struck out the appropriation of 
$15,000 inserted by Congressman Tracey in 
the House bill for the construction of proof 
butts, so that the breech mechanism of. the 
gim could be tested at Watervliet before 
the tests as to range, velocity, and strenxth 
are made at Sandy Hook. Some alight 
Gisarrangement of this mechanism which 
could be readily remedied at the ar- 
senal, if discovered by a preliminary test. may 
now necessitate the return of the gun to Water- 
vliet from Sandy Hook. The officers are confi- 
dent of the range and accuracy of the new gun, 
which is the firat American steel rifled breech 
loader of such larce dimensions ever built for 
the army. From a point on the arsenal grounds 
from which the new Capitol, for example, 
ia ‘visible, the officers believe after a few trials 
shot coula be fired from the gun int. any given 
window of the Capitol, The result of the test 
of the gun next week at Sandy Hook will be 
awaited with interest.

HARTFORD, Nov. 26.—The annual report a 
the Labor Commissioner of this State, Mr. & 
M. Hotchkiss of Hartford, will be awaited with 
much interest by the advocates of ballot reform, 
Last year Mr. Hotchkiss devoted # considerable ~ 
portion of his statement to the subject, not 
only discussing it at length, but embodying in 
the report of the bureau the so-called Henney 
Hotchkiss bill, which became the rallying point 
of the reformers through the session of the 
Legislature. The fact that the bill was defeated 
in the end through Gubernatorial objections 
served to increase popular interest in ite pro 


visions. It is expected that Labor Commis- 
sioner Hotchkiss will review the history of the 
measure aud urge the importance of continuing 
‘liseussion in regard to1t. He could ably point 
out the chances of success which the measure 
will have when anew Legislature is convened 
here one year hence. 

Much interest bas attached to the Henney: 
Hotchkiss bill from the beginning. It was the 
result of long and careful study of the ques- 
tion of ballot reform. No one mau in the otate 
is entitled to the fatherhood of the measure. 
The namesof Judge William F. Heuney, at 
present City Attorney of Hartford, ana m- 
missioner Hotchkiss serve as the title which 
the act received before the Legisiature. In the 
concepiion of the bill and its develo 
ment Congressman William E. Simon 
of the First District and the Hon. 
Henry C. Robinson were especially prom- 
inent. Years before the act was formulated 
Mr. Simonds, as Speaker of tne House of Kepre- 
sentatives, placed himself squarely in favor of 
reforming the system of elections in this State. 
Mr. Robinson was equally pronounced in favor 
of the elimination of election evils. Both of 
these gentiemen, representing the best ele- 
ments of the Republican Party in this State, 
were united with Commissioner Hotehkiss 
and Judge Henney in devising the bill. Jadge 
Henney, who is a stanch retormer, is deserving 
of special credit on account of his work in con- 
nection with the act. He is a graduate of 
Princeton, by the way, and has a thorougs 
affection for the New-Jersey college. 

While the four gentlemen referred to were 
leading spirite in the original prepuration of the 
measure there were maby. from the ranks of la- 
boring men throughout the State who shared in 
the consultations. One of the prime objections 
raised against Commissioner Hoichkiss when 
we was nominated by Gov. Lounsbury as the 
successor of Prof. Hadiey was that he came 
from the assoctations of laborers, repre- 
senting the secret forces embedied in their 
orgavizations. He was even obarged with 
being @ Socialist, and atrenuous efforts were 
maie to defeat his confirmation on that ac- 
count. He has been in intimate relationship 
with workingmen during his entire term of 
oftice, and it was largely due to this fact that he 
was able to exercise so strong an influence 
through the session of the Legisiature l«s: Win- 
ter. No man in the State has a finer opportun- 
ity at present for advancing the Intereats of 
ballot reform than Commissioner Hotchkiss, 

His report will be issued not far from the 
middle of December. In adaition to the interesi 
feitinitas promising to bea document pre- 
senting the advantaxes of ballot reform, it will 
be especially valuable as showing the in- 
dustrial progresa in the State during 
the year. The manufacturing interests 
of Connecticut will be elaborately set 
forth iu the report. Last year Commissioner 
Hotchkiss inaugurated an exrelient system in 
regard to the accumulation of manufactarig 
statistics. This year be has carried it to a still 
higher degree of excellence, and the statement 
to be made by the Commissivner will be one of 
marked importance ss showing the progress of 
Connecticut manufactures within tbe last 
twelve months. 

In this connection it may be stated that there 
is @ strong probability that Commissioner 
Hotchkiss will be appointed by the Govern- 
ment to take the census in this State next year 
so far as manufacturing interests are concerved. 
His experience in this department during the 
past two years will thoroughly equip him for 
the work.

VIRGINIA’S FUREIGN BONDS. 


RICHMOND, Va. Nov. 26.—Mr. William kL. 
Royall, the counsel forthe foreign hoiders of 
Virginia bonds, was asked tuis evening what be 
thought of the prospects of settling the debt at 
an early day. 

“TI can’t say,” replied Mr. Royall, “ what they 
are, but I know they ought to be especially 
bright and almost certain. The resources of 
the State have increased enormously with- 
in the past five or six years. A few 
years ago the city of Roanoke was 
@ railroad’ station that might have 


been bought for $100 an acre. Property now 
sells in it for $250 a front foot. Tne assess 
ment to take place the coming Spring will 
show.a corresponding increase iu almost every 
every quarter of the State. here will undoubt 
edly be a Ialling off in some guarters, but voth- 
ing that is to be compared wi.h tne increase in. 
others. If the coming assessment is at all fair, 
it ought to show. ap increase of $100,000,000 
in our taxable values, which will mean an an- 
bual increase of $400,000 in the State’s rev- 


enue. 

**Under the proposition made by Sir Edward 
Thornton to the Legisiature the annual interest 
would, I believe, h.ve been brought below 
$850,000. The legisiative part of the commis- 
siun was wiiling to goas bigh as $750,000 at oes 
anuum.

WHAT MR. POST HAS TO SAY ABOUT 
THE ERECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


An evening paper devoted considerable space 
yesterday to the endeavor to show that even if 
New-York was selected by Congress as the site 
for the fair it would be mechanically impossible 
to construct the necessary buildings in time for 
a fairin 1892. The experience of Philadelphia 
in arranging the exposition of 1876 was re- 
hearsed at length, as a sort of horrible example, 
and the conclusion drawn was that it would 
take a decade or se to properly put up the build- 
ings which will be necessary fur the World's 
Fair. 

A TIMES reporter last night had an interview 
with Mr. George B. Post, than whom few archi- 
tecta have constructed more or more Deautiiul 
buildings in this city, or who have had more to 
do with new buildings in the construction of 
which time was a matter most Lo be considered. 
Mr. Post’s views are radically opposed to those 
expressed in the evening paper. He believes 
that uot the slightest difficulty will be encoun- 
tered in the construction of such buildings as 
will be necessary tor the World’s Fair within 
— months from the time that actual work 

oxins. 

“If the buildings for our World’s Fair,” he 
said, *‘ are to be bu wore substantia. than those 
which [saw on the Champ de Mars, in Paris, 
they cau be easily erected witbin eighte+n 
months, at the very outside, The matter is a 
very simple one. The buildiugs required would 
be vuildings of one story, or arched buildings 
with galieries, ani they could be construcied 
witn. the greatest possibie rapidity. in the 
erection of great Duildings—like that of THE 
Times, for instance—wmore time is lost in the 
hoisting up of muteriais aud from the lack of 
Space in Which to store building materials than 
from any other cause. With all the embarrass- 
ments of crowded streets to work in and lack 
of space in which to keep on band material that 
is being constantly needed, much time is veces- 
sarily lost. But even in the case of the build- 
ing which THE TIMES now occupies, it only took 
teo months in which to construct it. 

“To my mind, the only question to be taken 
into account in considering whether the World’s 
Fair buildings couid be finisued in time is the 
question whether our carpenter and machine 
siops, our lumber and rolling miills, could sup- 
ply the material. ihe work of construction 1s 
the simplest kind of work, and the buildings to 
be put up are of a kind most rapluly put togeth- 
er. I should thiok that, after the money had 
been sub-cribed and the plane drawn up, all 
the buildings could be erecied on a contract of 
eighteen months, and still have time to spare. 

* Take the preposed Machinery Hall. for in- 
sianve, As I recollect it,the Mwhinery Hall at 
tho Paris Exposition 18 simply a great, big 
space, inclosed in xzlass and vornamenteu with 
iron frescoes. I would rather undertake to 
cover twenty or thirty acres of ground with ex- 
position buildings, with room to vart and store 
materials in, within six months after plans 
were completed, than [ would to repeat the 
operation of building THE Times Building in 
ten months—much rather. 

“The ove ereat building—the building of all 
the others in the exposition—the Machinery 
Hall, could be completed within six or seven 
months, or, at the outside limit, nine months. 
All this work would of course make necessary 
the employnient of many mechanics, and the 
great question in settling the other question of 
time would be the supply of labor. If the labor 
organizations should take it into their heads to 
put a higher price upon the value of labor than 
exists at orainary times, of course that fact 
would Jargely interfere with the time question.

“The Senator,” the late David D. Lioyd's 


comedy of American life, finished since the 


author’s death by Sydney Rosenfeld, was suc- 
cessfully produced in Boston on Monday night 
at the Hollis-Street Theatre by Mr. W. H. Crane 
and his company. “The Senator,” dealing 
as it does with the political and diplomatic 
life of Washington, affords the opportunity 
for a succession of strong and individ- 
ual studies of character. The scenes are ail 
laid in the capitul olty and the’ story 
cerftres round and about the claim of one Silas 
Denman against the Government, a claim which 
he inherited as a sole legacy from his father. 

In the tirat.act we are introduced to the aged, 
broken-down claimant and his pretty, brave, 
and self-reliant daughter Mabel in their modest 
home, Herecome some of the principal *char- 
acters, invluding Count Ernest von Strahl, an

&@ susceptible young widow, and Senator Hauni- 
bai Rivers, who has met Mabel at the home of 
Alexander Armatrong, the Secretary of State, 
to whose dauxhter the young girl gives music 
lessons, The Senator takes an interest in Mavel 
and calls upon her father to learn tae particu- 
lars of the claim. ‘ 

‘The story of the loss of the brig General Tay- 
lor at the hands of the British in the war of 1812 
aud the subsequent claiw for its value by ite 
commander, Mabel’s grandfather, is tola to the 
Senator by the «irl herself. Becoming con- 
vinced that she isin love with von Strehl and 
that her poverty alone prevents her marriaxe, he 
determines, though he is in love with ber him- 
self, to clear away the obstaviles to her bappl- 
ness, and promises to take up the Denman 
claim and push it toa successtul conclusion.. 
Ata reception given by Secretary Armstrong on 
the last uizht of the session the Senator becumes 
aware of an intrigue in progress between von 
Strahl and young Mra, Armstrong. 

By dint of clever manwuvring he not only 
saves the ref young wife from the conse- 
quences of a plotted elopement, but advances 
the love affairs of his secretary, Richard Vance, 
a strafghtforward young American, and Josie 
Armstrong, @ Vassar girl with an amusing habit 
of coining the most marvelously descriptive 
words. He also checkmates the schemes of a 
scoundrelly ex-Congressman, one Isaiah Shar 
Jeas, who ia interested in a rascally railroad biil 
and incidentally makes use of the services of 
an aristocratic Chinaman Secretary of the 
Chinese Legation, who 1s studying American 
manuers and customs. 

« The third act bas for its scene a Senate 
committee roum in the Capitol. The Senate is 
within balf an hour of adjournment, and the 
Denman Claim bill is fighting for precedence 
with the raiiroad steal. All 1s bustle and con- 
fusion. Old Denman, excited beyond endurance 
at the approaching fruiiton of . his lifelong 
hopes, vainly tries to bear the strain of listen- 
ing to the proceedings. At one point 1t seems 
as if there were no bope of the Denman claim 
being passed, but, thanks to Mrs, Hilary, who 
lures the leader of the opposition ferces away 
frow the Senate Chamber, the plans of the en- 
ergetic Senator succeed and victory is attained, 
though poor old Denman enjoys the fruits but 
@ short, time. The shock kills him, and 
a fortnight afterward, when the action of 
the play begins again, Mabel is about to 
leave for the West to live there with relatives. 
The Senator is seenin his own roem hard at 
work on maby aud varied matvers. He packs 
the wicked von Strahi outof the country; ap 
proves of the love attair between Mrs, Hilary 
and Lieut. Schuyler, Mra. Armatrong’s brother; 
kicke the villainous Sharpless out of the room 
and prevents his making use of a hint he has 
obtalved of the former intrigue between the 
Austrian attaché and the Secretary’s wife, and 
tinaliy conducts to a most commendable conclu- 
sion his own affair of the heart with Mabel 
Denwan.

LAST NIGHT’S CONCERTS. 

The Philharmonic Club gave the firat concert 
of ite present season at Chickering Hali last 
evening. The instrumental programme con- 
sisted of Brahms’s trio, opus 101; Beethoven’s 
“ Kreuzer” sonata, for violin and piano, and 
Bach’s concerto No, 4, for violin and two flutes, 
The voval numbers were an aria from Saint- 
Saéne’s ‘‘Samson and Delilah,” Franz’s * Im 
Herbst,” and Brahms’s “ Meine Liebe ist 
griin,” sung by Mrs. Charles Tylor Dutton, 
who was known to concertgoers last season 
as Miss Bessie Grovestven. In the trio and 
the sonata Richard Hotfman was at the plano, 
and in the concerto Miss May E. Smith played 
the secoud flute. 

The concert was interesting because it was 
unconventional The Philharmonic (lub made 
a good move in endeavoring to vary thestyle of 
chawber musiv programmes, To be sure it 1s 
not possible in the realm of chamber music to 
improve on the great quartets, but it is just as 
well to give the public an upportunity of hear- 
ing other compusitions occasionally. 

The lovely Brahms trio is familiar, but the 
Bach concerto is rareiy heard, and it is an inter- 
esting composition. Mixs Smitn held her flute 
very graceiully and played it acceptably. One 
does not expect the flute to do anything dra- 
matic or romantic, and in the Bach musio Miss 
Smitn had no heavy task. Mrs. Dutton has 
been heard several times in concert. She sang 
commendably last night, achieving, as nereto- 
fore. ber best effort with “Im Herbst.” Mr. 
Hoffman deserves a word of praise for his clean- 
cut performance of the piano part in the 
* Kreuzer” sonata. 

At Steinwav Hall a piano recital was given 
by Miss Etelka Utassi. She treated her audi- 
ence tv a programme of some importance, em- 
bracing cowpositious by Bach, Giuck, Bee- 
thoven, Schumann, Cnepin, Liszt, Tuusig, and 
Joseffy. Miss Utaasi is a pianist of the heavy- 
handed school, and she smites a piano with 
great force. .

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC NOTES. 


A new candidate for concert honors came be- 
fore this public in Steinway Hall on Monday 
evening. iss Adele Strauss is a young lady of 
impressive appearance, whom nature has gifted 
with a mezzo-soprano voice ot undeniable. vol- 
ume andindefinable quality. Training has done 
much for Miss Strauss in the mechanics of her 
art, and the approbation of unthinking friends 
has given her a confidence in herself painful to 
contemplate wheu expressed through such a me- 
afum as the grand aria from Gluck’s “ Alceste,” 
the selection chosen by the débutante with 
which to challenge criticism, and of which she 
gave a hard, ary, and colorless interpretation, 
mechanicaliy accurate, but almost totally de- 
void of soulfulness. in an an aria from Mo- 
zarve “ Titus,” with clarinet obligato, and in 
Schumann’s * Waldesgosprach” the débutante 
showed to better advantage, barring a tend- 
ency to exaggerated sentimentality, while in 
the florid passages of Dessauer’s ‘“* Bolero” she 
disclused considerable facility of vocalizatien. 

The first appearance of Frau Constanze Doni- 
ta iv the title réle, and the début of Fréulein 
Anna Reigel in the part of Filina in Ambroise 
Thomae’s “ Mignon,” at the Amberg Theatre on 
Monday evening, had the effect of crowding that 
theatre. Herr (arl Streitmann was the Wilhelm 
Meister. Frau Donita’s Mignon was lyrically afd 
personally pleasing; andif itdid not rise to an 
exalted piane, it was at least a consistent and 
conscientious embodiment. For a débutante 
the réle of Filina is an arduous undertaking; 
and snch it. proved in the case of Fraulein 
Reigel, who was clearly overweighted. The 
Polonaise, as is customary, Won an enthusiastic 
encore; but this was owing rather to its irre- 
sistinle rhythmic swing than to any superlative 
ability on the part of the vocalist. 





THE USE OF OOCAINE. 

There was an interesting discussion. before, 
the Section of Laryngology and Rhinology of 
the New-York Academy ‘of Medicine last night 
concerning the misuses of cocaine. Dr. W. H. 
Holbrook Curtis read the introductury paper, 
which dealt with a large number of cases where 
the use of cocaine in a lucal way had affected 
the entire system of the patient. His compila- 
tion of cases included Europe as well as this 
continent, and went back to the date when the 
remarkable drug Was discovered by Dr. Karl 
Kohler in Vienna. The fact that Dr. Kinler was 
present at the discussion and teok part in it lent 
ap additional interest to the meeting. 

Dr. Kénler said that he made ita rule of his 
practice never to prescribe cocaine. ‘‘ When- 
ever I use it,” he continued, “I administer it 
myself, and then the patient cannot secure 
more of it by merely refiliing the prescription. 
I wake it a rule never to use much more than 
5 per cent. selution, because I find the results 
achieved quite as good asthoughI had used a 
40 per cent. solution—it only requires a little 
more time. In subcutaneous injections a much 
weaker solution should be used, 2 per cent. be- 
ing quite effective.”

80 SAY THE PRINCETON FOOTBALL 
MANAGEMENT. 


Princeton, N. J., Nov. 26.—The following 
statemen’ in regard to football matters is made 
public to-day: “‘The Princeton University foot- 
ball management desire to make public the fol- 
lowing official statement in regard to the mem- 
bers of the eleven which played Harvard upon 
Nov. 16 ana will meet Yale on Nov. 28, first, 
as to their college standing; second, as to their 
receiving pecuniary compensation. 

*-Below is the Faculty certificate, which we 
procured before the Harvard game, according 
to the rules. Itis signed by the Dean, the Keg- 
ister of the college, and the Secretary of the 
Committee on Outdoor Sports: 

“¢Tne following gentlemen are bona fide un- 
dergraduate students of Princeton College on 
the rolis for the present college year, pursuing 
courees which requira attendance upon fourteen 
or fifteen lectures or recitations a week. in the 
following manner: For the B. A. degree: K, L. 
Ames, ’90; H. H. Janeway, ’90; J. 8. Biack, ’91; 
P. C. Jones, 91; E. A. Poo, 91; J. 8. Riggs, ’92. 
For the B. 8. degree: R. Furness, ’91. For O. 


E. degree: R. H. Warren, ’93. Special students: 
R. H. Channing, W. 8. Cash, B. 8, Donnelly. 

“The following are bona fide university or 

raduate students in the college or seminary: 

. J. George, ’8Y, reguiarly entered in a@ post- 
graduate course with the intention of pursuing 
@ three years’ course for the dexree of Doctor of 
Philosophy; Hector Cowan, ‘88, pursuing a 
graduate course in Princetun College and a full 
course in Princeton Theological Seminary.’ 

“Second, Prof. Sloane of the Committee on 
Outdoor Sports desires to stute that after ex- 
tensive inquiry and the exercise of due dili- 
gence he iudorses as true to the best of his 
Knowledge and belief thé following statement, 
which we herewith make in regard to pectin- 
lary or academic compensation: 

“Not a single member of the Princeton eleven 
is in any way a benetioiary vf the college or on 
the free tuition list. We also state that with- 
out any qualitication whatever that ne member 
of the eleven has received either from us or 
from outsive parties to our knowledge, directly 
or inuirectly, any pecuniary compensation 
either as an inducement to enter Princeton or 
a8 assistance while here. Neither have we 
entered into any form of promise or engage- 
ment to pay present or past expenses or to 
make future cumpensatiunin any way. Neither 
has any member of the team benefited by any 
business arrangement while here. 

“This year the football management have 
adopted the principle of discouraging personal 
attacks upon members of other college teams 
through the press. But since the Harvard Foot- 
ball Association has pablicly based its with- 
drawal trom the league upon the charge 
that Princeton defeated Harvard with a team 
partly composed of paid and irregular players, 
and since the withdrawal oo these grounds has 
been uuder spaoperchesies. Spy ete’ by mem- 
bers of the Harvard Faculty and Board of Over- 
seers, as stated in the press, we assert that we 
have evidence in our possession that members 
of the Harvard eleven were offered pecuniary 
inducewents to enter college to play football, 
on ee at present beneficiaries of the college 
funda. 

“This evidence has been forwarded to the 
Faculty Committee on Athletics at Harvard 
Cellege, together with the above statement as 
to the Princeton team, with the lye, age that 
the Harvard Football Association make a pub- 
lic retraction of the general charges made 
against the Princeton management.

THE DOOK BUAKD SUSTAINED, 


THE RIGHT TO ALLOW THE SHEDDING 
OF PIERS AFFIRMED. 


The Court of Appeals yesterday decided the 
case of the people against the Baltimore and 
Onio Raiiroad in tavor of the railroad. The caso 
was au appeal from the judgment of the court 
below, which compelled the railroad company 
to remove certain sheds they had erected 
on apier in the East River, this city, to be 
used for storing freixhbt. The railroad leased 
this pier from the owner in 1886, and obtained 
permission from the Duck Department of New- 
York to erect structures thereon. Judge Gray 


writes an opinion, io which all concur, that the 
judgment of the Geveral Lerm vompelling the 
railroad to remove the structures shuuld be 
reversed aud a uew trial granied. tis lengthy. 
In parc it says: 


“Thisactivn proceeded apon a theory that the com- 
pany could not lawfully erect the shed in question 
and (hereby secure exclusive possession aud use of 
tue pier for its corporate purposes, and the judg- 
ment which the people obtained in the court below 
was founded on this tueury. The Dock Department 
became possessed of authurity to give permission 
to shed piers in 1875. Ln my opinion Lhe argument 
canvot be maintained thatin its delegation to the 
Dock Department of the power to authorize the 
shedding of a wharf or pier fur private purposes 
the Lezisiature has abridged a public right, aud 
therefore overstepped the limits of its powers. 

**I think the action was in tie direct line of a 
sound public policy. Wha it authorized to ve sione 
Was in the general interests of that municipaiity. 
The limitation of the act of 1883 in regard to piers 
aevoted to public use, which shall not be diverted 
for private uses, as far as I Cau see, does not atfect 
the pier in ag eager This pier had nt been used 
by the public for some time previeus to its acquisi- 
tion by the rai.iroad, aud its use in the 
mapner contempiaied in no sense works 
an injury to public interests or operates t0 
make accommodations tor salling Vessels at 
open piers on the East River inadequate 
It is suggested thatthe company’s structure is 
concedediiy exclusive and permanent in its char- 
acter. Permission to shed a pier amounts to turn- 
iug a public pier into @ private one.or the time, and 
such must have been the understanding of the Leg- 
islature of the possible effect of its velegation of 
power tu the Duck Department. ‘ihe couclusions 
of the trial Judge that the company’s structures 
were unlawful and probibited by law was errone- 
ous. 


RUMORED TROUBLE IN HAYTI. 








STORIES OF REVOLT WHICH CANNOT 
BE CONFIRMED. 


The steamship Prins Frederik Hendrik, which 
arrived yesterday from Port au Prince, brought 
rumors of further troubles in the republic of 
Hayti, When the steamer sailed, Nov. 20, it 
was said that a great Many people were dissat- 
istied with the rule of Hippoltye, and that efforts 
were being made secretly to put him out of 
office. It was also stated that tne partisans of 
Légitime, who had been banished from Hayti 
aud had taken refuge at various places in the 


were Indies, were ready to returnin case ofa 
revolt. 

Capt. Prins of the steamship said that he had 
been unable to verify any ot these rumors, The 
inhabitants of Port au Prince had opposed 
Hippoilyte during the war, and it was natural 
that there might be some grumblers among 


them. 

Kunhardat & Co. received advices from Hayti 
by the Prins Frederik Hendrik, but these men- 
tioned no disturbances. Upon the other hana, 
they represented everything as quiet, and said 
that the coffee crop was coming in well. The 
people, Mr. Kunhardt thoucht, could not afford 
tu revolt until the coffee crop was well in. 

It was rumored yesierday that a new Minis- 
ter to this country had been appointed in the 
place of Mr. Preston, and that the Haytian 
man-of-war Dessalines was to bring him here. 
At the Haytian Consulate it was sald yester- 
day that no advices confirming this report had 
been received. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The report that there 
had been still another revolution in Hayti, and 


that 5,000 men had taken up arms against Hip- 
polyte, was read with some interest to-day by 
Minister Preston, who bas so long represented 
the republic of Hayti here. It was news (to the 
Minister. He said to-night that the last wail 
from Haytt had not reached him, but he did not 
beheve there had been a fresh revolution. He 
added, with a smile, that the Haytian people 
had hardly had time to recover from the 
fatigue of the revolution which resulted in 
Légitime’s duwnfail.

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THE SILVER OONVENTION.

THE LEADERS OF THE DOUBLE-STAND- 
ARD IDEA IN CONFERENCE. 


81. Louis, Nov. 26.—The National Silver Con- 
vention met atthe Exposition Building at 10 
o’clock this morning with about 350 delegates 
in their seats and a large number of spectators, 
notwithstanding the rain. The great hall was 
handsomely and appropriately decorated. 
James Campbell called the convention to order. 
After briefly reciting the inception of the proj- 
ect to bring the silver men of the country to- 
gether, Mr. Campbell introduced L. M. Rumsey 


of St. Lous as temporary Chairman and Albert 
Singer as temporary Secretary. 

Temporary Chairman Rumsey was given a 
Warm welcome when he rose to make his open- 
ing remarks, Among other things he said: 

“ Upon the results ef this assembly will depend 
largely the degree of prosperity our country will 
enjoy in the immediate future. You are not a law- 
making boay, it is true, but as all laws are the re- 
sults of the popular will, and as you have been 
almost a8 popularly sent to represent the people of 
this United states as are the members of Congress 
sent to voice the willof the people in Washington, 
1t follows that Congress may ‘ind through your de- 
liberations and co..clusions that you are the latest 
representatives from the people upon the question 
of th» silver coinage laws, and that they must obey 
the will of the peuple of the United States and enact 
the laws your body cannot enact, which will give 
to the people the privilege of coining their silver as 
freely as they coin their gold.” 

At the conclusion of his address the various 
committees—Credentiais, Permanent Organiza- 
tion, and Resolutions—were appointed and the 
convention tock a recess. 

The convention reassembled pooper at 3 
Pp. M. and was called tu order by Temporary 
Chairman Rumsey. The entire afternoon was 
spent in @ discussion of how the convention 
should vote, some contending that each dele- 
gate present should be entitled to one vote; 
others that the delegations should vote fuil 
strength by proxy, no matter how many dele- 
gates were in the convention. The matter was 
tinally settled by the aduption of a resolution 
offered by Senator Stewart of Nevada, that 
each delegation shouid be entitled to twenty 
votes, and that all over that number in any 
delegation shvuuld be allowed one vote each. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported the following permanent officers: 
Chairman—A, J. Warner of Obio; Vice Chair- 
man—J. M. McMichael of Colorado; Secretary— 
Albert Singer of Missouri; Assistant Seoreta- 
ries—F, L. Dana of Colorado, T. J. Palmer of 
Kansas, and J. A. Greer of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Warner thanked the convention for the 
unexpected honor, and said that a subject than 
which none other affected the people of the en- 
tire world with more weight was the silver 
question. Since Germany, in 1872, followed 
later by other European powers and partly by 
the United States, demonetized or limited silver 
as money, the question had heen a vital issue, 
and in the discussion bi-metallists had won the 
victory. The attempt to change the money 
standard from gold and siiver to gold alone 
was worse than a mistake—was almost 
@® crime. The men who favored such 
® course knew what the consequences 
would be on the debt and commerce of tne 
nabions of the world, and they were aided by 
men who did not realize the far-reacbing re- 
sults of the changes. The demonetization of 
silver had made the gold standard different 
from what it was betore thatact. Demonétiza- 
tion of silver was, in fact, a great crime, and its 
revocation was now the important quesiion of 
the world. The people had suffered more from 
bad monetary legislation than from auy other 
cause. It was the duty of the country to re- 
store What should never have been disturbed, 
and this conveation bad assembled to decide 
upon the best methods to ve pursued in reach- 
ing the desire end.

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LIGHTS FOR VESSELS. 


ADVANCING THE WORK OF THE MARI- 
TIME CONFERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—At the opening of the 
International Marine Conference to-day amend- 
ments were oftered to the rules of the road by 
Delegates Goodrich and Shackford of the Unit- 
ed States and Lieut. de Seoane of Spain. They 
were ordered to be printed. 

The amendment proposed last week by the 
delegates from the Netherlands, providing that 
nothing contained in the article concerning 
lights for fisbing vessels shall prevent the Goy- 
ernment of any maritime country from making 
regulations as to lights, &c., for vessels en- 
gaged in the territorial waters of such State, 
was then considered, but, meeting with objeo- 
tion, it was Withdrawn without @ vote jbeing 
taken, 

An amendment offered by Capt. Settembrini 
of italy was then considered. It provides that 
all sailing vessels of five tens gross and upward 
engaged in trawling shall carry from sunset to 
suprise a white light so constructed as to show 
an unbroken light around the horizon. This 
amendment was proposed to take the place of a 
section in the report of the Committee on 
Lights for Small Craft providing that such ves- 
gels shall carry, besides the white light, a suf- 
ficlent supply of red pyrotechnic lights to be 
shown when approaching another vessel. Capt. 
Settembrini pointed out the expense of these 
red pyrotechnic lights to swall vessels, and his 
presentation of the case was supported by other 
delegates, and the amendment was adopted by 
a Vote of 15 to 8. 

Delegate Hall of Great Britain said that this 
action of the conference would give to all fish- 
ing vessels of fifty tons and less the privilege of 
using the white light only. Delegate Goodrich 
thought there was great dangerin the passage 
of this amendment, and on his motion the con- 
ference axreed to a reconsideration. After 
* further discussion a concession was made and 
the section in the committee’s report. was 
adopted with an ameadment increasing from 
five to seven the tonnage of the sailing vessels. 
Capt. Settembrini’s amendment was then voted 
upon and defeated. 

On motion of the delegate from Hawali an 
amendment was adopted to anotner section of 
the committee’s report, increasing from five to 
seven tons the tonnage of vessels engaged in 
trawling, which shail not be obliged to carry a 
white light, but have at band a lantern showing 
a bright white light for exhibition in time to 
prevent collision. 

The consideration of the remainder of tne re- 
port of the Committee on Lights for Small 
Craft left unfinished yesterday was then re- 
sumed and was soon disposed of. 

Just before the conference took a recess the 
Chairman announced that Mr, James Whim- 
hurst, a delegate from Great Britain, had ar- 
rived and taken his seat in the conference. 

After the recess an amendment, offered by the 
delegation from Germany, specifying when 
sailing vessels shall keep out of the way of 
boats engaged in fishing, was taken up for con- 
sideration. It led to some discussiun, and after 
some modifications was adopted as follows: 

“Sailing vessels under way shall keep out of the 
way of saili g vessels or boats engaged in fishing 
with nets, lines, or trawls. In daytime such vessels 
or boats when under way shall indicate their occu- 
pation by displaying a basket or other efficient siz- 
nal where it cay best be seen. But this ruie shall 
net give to any vessel or buat engaged in fishing 
the right of obstructing a fair way used by vessels 
other than fishing vessels or boats.” 

Vhe conference then took up the resolutions 
proposed by Vice Admiral Kaznakoff of Russia 
on behalf of the Committee on Lights, These 
resolutions, it is understood, are not to be in- 
corporated in the rules, but are to be recom- 
mended to the attention of the powers répre- 
sented at this conference. The resolutions, 
with seme modifications, were then adopted, as 
follows: 

That the minimum power only of each light 
should ve definitely fixed. leaving it to the juag- 
ment of the parties responsible ior fitting out the 
ships with proper lanterns to employ lamps of this 
or of higher power. 

The use of incandescent lamps to be permitted; 
the use of arc lights to be, at present, excluded for 
all purposes other than signaling and search lights, 

kach lantern must be s0 copstructed that the 
minimum power of light is to be found at every 

oint where the light is to be visible after the lamp 
Ras been fitted with proper screens. 

That the lanterns shail be so constructed as to in- 
pure the light having at least Lhe required ininimuin 

ower in the idcal line connecting the lantern with 

he horizon, ever though the ship be heeled one 
way or the other ten degrées or any namber of de- 
grees deciied by the conterence. 

That the color of the glasses by which the coloring 
pf the hght is to b produced be 60 chosen that, if 
possible, the red light will have no admixture of 
green, n r the green of red rays, and both shall be 
bnwistakably distinctive. 

That no detailed description should be interna- 
tiovally adopted for the construction of the lamp or 
lantern, so that a fair chance be given inventors to 
produce serviceable articies. 4 @ 

Vo meet the number of complaints of the absence 
ot proper lights on board sailing vessels, the com- 
mittee proposes to Call Lhe attention of Governments 
to the necessity of better enlorcing the reguiations 
of the fucure. 

Tne conference then adjourned until 11 o’clook 
Monday. 

The report of the committee appointed by the 
conference to cousider the subject bf éstablisn- 
ing a permanent waritime commissien has been 
finished and sent to the printer. The report, it 
is understood, argues against the feasibility of 
the establishment of such a commission at the 
present time.

PROPERTY AND LIVES SAVED DURING 
THE LAST FISCAL YEAR. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The annual report of 
the General Superintendent of the Life-Saving 
Service shows the iollowing: 


At the close of the fiscal year the establishment 
embraced 225 staiious, 172 being on the Atiantic, 
45 on the iakes, 7 on the Pacific, and 1 at the Falls 
of the Ohio, Louisville, Ky. Since then three new 
slavicnS Lave been established, anid seven LEW sla- 
tions aré now under contract, viz.: Wailis Sands, 
New-Hampshire; Kuobvs Beach, Cuttyhunk, and 
Point Aliertun, Massachusetis, Fort Point and 
Point Keyes, Calitornia,and Point Adams, Oregon. 

The work of Uhe service during the year 1s sum- 
marized as feliows: Number of disasters, 528; 
value of property involved, $6,416,775; value of 
properiy Saved, $5,054,440; value of property lost, 
$1,362,535; number of persons involved, 5,426; 
number ot persous lost, 42; Bumber of persuns suc- 
cored, 787; days of succor aiforded, 1,726; numver 
of vessels Llotally lost, 63; number of vessels other- 
wise aided by crews, 610; number of vessels 
warned from dunger by signals of patrolmen, 217; 
number of persous rescued who had tallen from 
Wharves, piers, &c., 24. 

The assistance to vessels and vargoes, the re- 
port says, 18 still increasing, being greater this 
year than ever betore, but the cost of maintain- 
ing the service is somewhat less than last year, 
being $293,397. 

Siuce the commencement of the present sys- 
tem in 1571 the following are the aggrégate re- 
Bults of the operations of the service: 


Number of disasters, 4,924; value of vessels, 
$55,473,190; vaiue of carxoes, $26,246,584; value 
of property involved, $81,719,774; value of property 
paved, $00,352,092; value of property lost, 
$21,367,602; number of pérsons’§ involved 
42.564; number of lives lost, including 36 
from undocumented Vessels, 505; number 
of persons succored, 7,903; number | of 
days’ succor afforded, 20,837; costof maintaining 
the service, $9,172,208 586. Lhe 98 lives lost upon 
the United States steamer Huron, that stranded 
near Nag’s Head, N. C., Nov. 24, 1877, are not in- 
cluded in this table for the reason that the vessel 
‘was not properly within the scope of the service. 
The law did not then permit the opening or manning 
of life-saving stations on that coast until December 
of each year.

COMMITTED FOR TRIAL 

MES. SOUTHWORTH BEFORE A 

, OORONERS JURY. 

THE SLAYER OF STEPHEN PETTUS BE- 
COMES GREATLY EXCITED — HER 


LAWYER PREDICTS HER ACQUITTAL. 


The second chapter in Mrs. Hanna Bartley 
Southworth’s criminal history came to a close 
yesterday, when Coroner Levy committed her 
to the City Prison without bail to await the 

ction of the Grand Jury, the Coroner’s jury 
having decided that Stephen Pettus had met 
his death at her hands on last Friday. 

Wheoa Mrs. Southworth opened her eyes in 
her cell in the Tombs yesterday morning, after 
a fairly good night’s sleep, she was more com- 
fortable, physically, than at any time since the 
commission of hercrime, She had had three 
days of perfect quiet, had taken her meals reg- 
ularly, and, a8 a result, her nerves had become 
co)m, and in appearance she had improved 
ereatly. There was a faint color iv her cheeks 
aud her eyes had lost their feverish lustre. She 
was iuformed at an early hour that she must 
prepare herself to be present at the inquest and 
she made some needed changes in her attire, 
atrunkful of clothing having been brought to 
her the day before. 

Corouer Levy had set the time for com- 
mencing.the investigation of Stephen Pettus’s 


death at 11 o'clock, and promptly at that hour 
Mrs. Southworth entered the Common Pleas 
Court roow Jeaning on the arm of her counsel, 
William F. Howe. She wore the same seal 
plitsh cloak ana brown cloth gown in which she 
appeured on the morning of the shooting, but 
the unbecomiag turban worn on that day had 
beeu replaced by a stylish hat with a knot of 
ribbous and the wings of a bird fastened to one 
side of the crown. Afew minutes before the 
“sheer aeae made ber appearance her mother and 

rotner, W. B. Martin, were shown into the 
court room. As soun as they saw Mrs. South- 
worth come in they went over to ber and kissed 
her, the mother and daughter shedding a few 
tears as they exchanged greetings. 

By this tame the court room was crowded 
with people who had come there out of curios- 
ity, aud men and women craned their necks in 
every direction in their efforts to catch a glimpse 
of the murderess. She pald very little atten- 
ton to her surroundings, however, but followed 

‘the Coroner and lawyers intently. As a rule 
she was composed, ext J evidence of nervous- 
ness only by the quantities of water which she 
drank. Sbe nibbled at some little confections 
which Counselor Howe sent out and got for 
her, and talked to him in a low voice, but with 
animation, and smiled occasionally. Only 
twice did she become excited. Once, when 
ber lawyer started to relate the story or 
her alleged wrongs, she whispered, ‘ Don’t tell 
it,” ani then broke down compfetely,crying ana 
trembling until Mr. Howe put his arm about 
her ehoulders and kept it there to the end of his 
recital. Again, when the letter was read, to 
which TH“ TIMES hus referred as having evi- 
dently been written by a female favorite of the 
dead man, the woman acted as though wildly 
excited. Hereyes protruded, one of her hauds 
was clenched, and she became violently agitat- 
el. When Mr. Howe was afterward asked 
what haa caused this exhibition, he said he 
thouglit it was the result of jealousy. 

Coroner Levy was ready to begin the investi- 
gation shcrtly after 11 o’cleck, but it was con- 
siderably later before the following jurors had 
all apveared: , 

Hernan Greitner, William von Borries, William 
Grevel, 8. L. Deutsch, Adolph Scheuer, J. H. Stick, 
Andrew Stanf, Charles L. Wilson, 8. Jacoby, Ss. M. 
Schafer, B. Sands, and E. J. Denning, 

When the Coroner and jury were ready there 
was another delay because Capt. McLaughlin 
and Officer Goodwin, who were wanted as wit- 
nesses, were in the Grand Jury room. This fact 
anuoyed Coroner Levy and Mr. Howe greatly, 
and the former said that he considered the 
action of the District Attorney very strange. 

Assistant District Attorney Bedford said that 
there was no desire on the part of Col. Fellows 
to conflict with the Coroner. He explained the 
law at leugth, and when he had concluded Mr. 
Howe arose and said: 

**Your Honor, it seems to me, if the learned Dis- 
trict Attorney will pardon the statement, that this 
homily on the law is entirely, unnecessary, Until 
this case came up I never kuew ana I defy the 
counsel to point to a time when a person accused of 
the crime of murder could be juaged by a Grand 
Jury vefore having appeared before either a magis- 
irate ora Coroner. As tar as we are concerned we 
are willing to have the case go before the Grand 
Jury instantly. ‘Io my client, grief is endurable in 
any form save that ot dishonor. We want investi- 
gation, tor we have nothing to conceal, but we might 
ask why this sudden departure from the ordinary 
routine? Is it because this man, who is now dead, 
Wasa greatrailway magnate? This delicate woman 
wishes to go to the court for vindication, and the 
worl) must know of this case.” 

Finally the missing policemen appeared, and 
testimony was given by Officer Goodwin of the 
First Precinct, Philip Smith, Patrick Dougherty, 
Frank P. Carter, William A. Dawson, Edward 
F. Nagie, Elias Samuels, A. M. Bweet, Charlies 
Wartieli, Henry G. D. Carr, and Capt. McDon- 
ala of the First Police Precinct. 

With the exception of the last named the wit- 
nesses had all been on Fulton-street, near Ben- 
nett’s tea store, when Mrs. Southwcerth killed 
Mr, Pettus, and their evidence was given to 
identify the woman as Pettus’s assailant. Capt. 
MecLaughlin’s story was the most interesting. 
He said that at-his station Mrs. Southworth had 
askedif Pettus was dead, and when answered 
in the aftirmative had said that she was glad, 
because he had ruined her reputation and the 
reputation of her family. She had told him 
such portions of her story as related to Pettus 
taking her to a disreputable resort, drugging 
er, and effecting herdishonor. Then Mr. Howe 
said: 

‘Captain, you have been on the police force 
of this city very many years, have you not?” 

‘Yes, Sir.” 

“You said that when in your care Mrs. South- 
worth was hysterical, didn’t you?” 

** Yes, Sir.” 

** Wasn't she very, very hysterical ?” 

“ Well, she could not sit still She would take 
a chair for a moment and then leave it, while 
all the time she seemed to be choking.” 

‘** Did she appear to be irrational ?”’ 

Mr. Bedford objected to this question on the 
ground of impropriety, but Mr. HoWe insisted, 
and Capt. McLaughlin said: 

‘She was very absent-minded and could not 
tell where she lived; did not know either the 
street or number. She only wishea to talk on 
one subject, and when she told of her first 
trouble with Pettus she said that a woman had 
acted in collusion with him.” 

Then Mr. Howe read the letter, already men- 
tioved, which so greatly excited Mrs. South. 
worth, and afterward Coroner Levy asked if 
any friends of Mr. Pettus were present desiring 
to testify. No one answered, and, with a sneer 
= a laugh, Mr. Howe quoted, in an inquiring 

one: 

**None 80 poor to do him reverence ?” 

Mr. Howe also tried to show by Ofticer Good- 
win that the revolver taken from the prisoner, 
ative-barrel affair, bore marks of an attempt 
having been made tv pull the trigger seven 
times, indicating great agitation on the part of 
the person using it. e last witnesses were 
Dra. Jenkins and Weston, who testified after 
a@recess had been taken, and who described 
the autopsy they had made on the. body of 
Major Pettus. Then the Coroner asked Mr. 
Howe if he wished to place his client upon the 
stand. The lawyer replied at some length, the 
gist of his remarks being thathe preferredéo 
wait until the trialin the Courtof Oyer and 
Terminer before calling upon Mrs. Southworth 
to testify. 

Then the case was given to the jury, and 
shortly afterward this verdict was rendered: 

“We, the jury, find that Stephen L. Pettus came 
to his death by pistol-shot wounds inflicted by 
ere S. eee ry Fee sren, near the 

rewises known as No. On that street, o 
Nov. 22, A. D. 1889, at or about 10 A. M.” “we 

When the usual questions were put to the ac- 
cused they were answered by Mr. Howe, who 
gave ber residence as “City Prison.” She was 
taker there directly after the rendering of the 
veriict, aud just before she left the room she 

guve ber mother a bundle of ferry tickets. She 
evidently thoaght that she wouid not bave use 
for them forsome time to come, and a pitiful 
liptie smile passed over her face as she handed 
the package to her mother. Mr. Howe says 
that he will insiston Mrs. Southworth being 
tried at the next term of the court. He confi- 
Seeiy pean that his client would be ac- 
quitied. 

The Grand Jury examined some witnesses in 
the case yesterday and will continue the inves- 

tigation to-day.

NANTUCKET LIGHTSRIP ADRIFT. 
Capt. Ponsen of the Netherlands-American 
steamship P. Caland, which arrived yesterday 
from Amsterdam, reports that the Nantucket 
Shoals Lightship has gotten adrift. It was 
sighted by the P. Caland on Nov. 25 1n latitude 
40°? 15’ and longitude 69° 59’. The proper po- 
sition of this lightship is in latitude 40° 54’ 51” 
and longitude 69° 49’ 26”, She had drifted 
about forty miles to the southwest since get- 
ting loose. Like all other lichtships, she has a 
crew and is provided with sails. The light- 
house authorities have been informed of the 
fact that sheis adrift. If the weather should 
prove unfavorable ani her crew should fail to 
bring her back to her station a lighthouse 
steamer will be sent in search of her. 

The Nantucket Lightship has two tixed white 
lights that can be seen ata distance of twelve 
miles. Her hullis painted red and she is pro- 
vided with a bell and fughorn.

BEOOMING ANGRY HE STRIKES 
AT ALDERMAN STORM. 

A DISGRACEFUL SCENE IN THE COUNCIL 
CHAMBER—THE ALDERMEN PASS A 
HAND-ORGAN ORDINANCE. 


Alderman John Carlin, who tried to be a 
State Senator from the Eleventh District for 
Tom Platt’s sake and his own, came oat in 
his true colors yesterday. He tried to hit 
Alderman Storm in the nose in the Council 
Chamber of the board, but a neat dodge by Mr. 
Storm prevented it and his cood sense averted 
@ continuance of the disgraceful scene. 

The whole trouble grew out of the discussion 
which the board had been’ having on the hand 
orgau and street band ordinance, and was due 
to this debate and Carlin’s natural pugnacity. 
He had been trying a bit of buncombe during 
the discussion by way of proposing many 
amendments to the ordinance so that the street 
band would have the same privileges as the 
hand organs. He was sat upon at every oppor- 
tunity. In the course of his remarks on the re- 


port of the Law Committee Alderman Storm 
said that he could produce documents to show 
that some of these street bands were brought 
here univer contract. 

After the board adjourned Carlin and Storm 
were talking about the discussion and Carlin 
said that Mr. Storm could only produce the 
copies of these coutracts from the Congressional 
kecord, There was sume little discussion of a 
gvod-natured character on this point, and Mr. 
Storm twitted Carlin by asking him why he bad 
dodged the vote of the ordinance when it came 
up afew weeks azo for passage. Cariin wus 
then walking toward the Aldermen’s private 
entrance and Storm was about to go vut of the 
gate leading to the public entrance. The wo- 
ment Carlin heard what Mr, Storm said he 
turned and walked toward him, saying: 

“You are saying what you know is not true. 
Thatis a deliberate tie. That is a deliberate 
lie.” Carlin was red in the’face and much dis- 
turbed 1n spirit. Mr. Storm looked at him very 
hard tor &@ moment, and then said: 

* T don’t care what you say. Thatis the way 
I understand it. You leftthe room before the 
vote was called.” 

Carlin said something else about lies, threw 
both his fists -windmiil fashion into the air, and 
tried to bring bis mght down von Sturm’s face, 
but the latter’s dodge saved him, anu then some 
oue pushed Carlin back, and he retired. That 
ended the row. ; 

Fresident Arnold was not present, and Vice- 
President Fitzsimons had to conduct the meet- 
ing and keep his old opponent Carlin in order 
during it, After the boar had passed the pro 
visional estimate of the Board of Eatimate and 
Apportionment, with the two amendwents pro- 
viding for five clerks for the Aldermen and 
$30,000 for a new bath. at the Battery, tue 
report of the Law Committee on the hand 
organ and street band ordinance was made. 
It recommended the passage ofa resolution, 
which, when amended so as to read $1 instead 
of $5 for the license, was passed, and wiill in all 
prvbability be signed by Mayor Grant in the 
following form: 

No person shall beat any drum or instrument for 
the purpose of atiracting the attention of passen- 
gers, in any street in the city of New-York, to any 
show of beasts or birds or other things in said city; 
nor shall any person use or perform with, or hire, 
procure, or abet avy other person to use or perform 
with, any musical or other instrament in any of the 
streets or public placesin the city of New-York. 
The provisions of this section shall apply only to 
itinerant musicians and side shows, and shali not 
be construed so as to, affect any band of music or 
organized musical society engaged in any military 
or civic parade, or in serenading, who sh.ll compiy 
with the laws of the State relating to paradeg in the 
city of New-York, or to any musical performance 
conducted under a license from the proper munici- 
pal authority. 

**No person shall use or perform with, og hire, 
procure, or abet any other persun to use or perform 
with, any hand organ in apy of the streets or public 
places mm the city of New-York before the hour of 9 
A. M. nor after the hour of 7 P. M. of each day, vor 
during any part of the tirst day of the week, com- 
moniy called Sunday, nor within a.distauce of 5v0 
feet of any schoolhouse or house of public worship, 
during school hours or hours of public worship, nor 
within alike distance of any hospital, asylum, or 
other public institution, nor within a distance of 
260 feet of any dwelling house or other building 
when directeu or requested by an occupant thereof 
not to gv perform. No person shail use or perform 
upon any hand organ, except such organ shall be 
licensed as hereinafter ordained. Upon the pay- 
meni 6f $1 per anuum the Mayvur may license such 
number of organs as he may deem pruper, not to ex- 
ceed, however, the total uumber of 300. Such 
license must be conspicuously displayed upon the 
front of s.id organ. 

** No person using or performing any hand organ 
licensed as hereinbefore recited shall solicit, ask, 
or request apy money for such use or performance 
in any way, Shape, or manner, directly or indirectly. 

“Avy violation of this orditance or any part 
thereof shall be a misdemeanor and punishable by a 
fine not exceeding $10 or imprisonment not exceed- 
ing ten days for each offense.” 

Twenty-one Aldermen voted for the ordinance 
and three against it. Ibe three opposea were 
Carlin, Goetz, und Tait. Rapp also wanted tue 
street bands included, but changed his vote. 
Carlin offered his amendweats letting in the 
street bands, buc Mr. Fitzsimons kept ruling 
him out of order, and Carlip pens claiming that 
he was.beins unfairly treate Motious to 
recommit to the committee and to lay over the 
matter for one week were also lust. Carlin was 
s0 persistent in his street-banu amendments 
that a vote was finally taken on one of them, 
and he was dejeated. 

The license fee is intended to be a check on 
the padrones whorent the organs, for the tax 
ison the organ and not the grinder. The 
padrones, however, will probably not suffer 
much fromit. The contract-labor idea was what 
stood in the way of the little street bands. 

A communication from James D. Brown of 
87 Park-row in reference to tbe kind of cables 
to be used by the railroads was read. He fa- 
vored the shallow conauii system, and suggest- 
ed that the Aldermen should look into this mat- 
ter very carefully. Alderman Divver intro- 
duced a resolution which provides that the 
Railroad Committee should give public 
hearings to those interested in cable sysiems, 
exawine the different systems, and inake a re- 
port thereon. It also provides that the com- 
wittee make an investigation into the causes 
which led to recent accidents on the Brooklyn 
Bridge and on One Hundred and Twent,-Fifth- 
street, and to report upon remedies for the de- 
fects that lea to the accidents. The resolution 
was passed. 

The Committee on Ferries and Franchises re- 
ported in favor of the laying out of a ferry run 
ning from near the foot of West Thirteenth- 
street to Jersey City, which will be of beuetit 
to the new West Washington Market. The report 
was laid over for a week.

EXPLOITS OF THE MAN WHO IS AC- 


CUSED OF BIGAMY. 


The examination in the case of Clara Chester 
against her alleged husband, George W. Leder- 
er, Was continued yesterday before Justice Ho- 
ganinthe Tombs Court. Lederer was put on 
the stand. He said that he was twenty-eight 
years old and lived at 442 West Forty-seventh- 


streét. He could not remember where he first 
saw Clura Chester. He said that his present 
income was $30 a week, with a percentage of 
the earnings of the Vaudeville Company. 

The witness denied emphatically that he had 
ever promised to marry Olarn Chester. He also 
denied ever having referred to ber as his wife 
or having given a note to the clerk of the Cole- 
man House, as Millie Price testitied, containing 
an allusion to Clara as hie wife He admitied 
that he and the complainant stopped at the 
United [States Hotel in Buffalo together. He 
admitted also that he had written to Clara 
Chester signing himself “ Thine Own George,” 
and had sent her **ten thousand Kisses.” 

Lederer admitted that while he and the com- 
Pplainant were at the Coleman House in this 
city she received letters directed ‘“* Mrs. G. W. 
Lederer.” ‘This was for “ appearance’s sake,” 
the witness declared. 

Clerk Rodgers of the Coleman House testi- 
fied that H. H. Randall had tried to induce him 
to erase the names of Mr. and Mrs. Lederer from 
his hotel register, and that he had refused. 
Treasurer Harvey of the Herrmann Vaudeville 
Compuny, next testifiea that at the request of 
Lederer he-had tried to induce Clara Chester 
and her sister Flora to leave the country, but 
had been unsuccessful, The case was adjourned 
until Friday at 10:30 A. M. 





THE HEOLA IRON WORKS. 

The destruction of the Hecla Iron Works, at 
North Tenth and Berry streets, Brooklyn, on 
Monday night, will throw about 300 men out 
of employment. The plant was one of the 
largest of its kind in the country, and the exact 
loss occasioned by its destruction cannot yet 
be stated. The works will be rebuilt as soon as 
possible. The logs, it is thought, will not be 
much above $100;V00, and is covered by about 
$120,000 of insurance, The firm owning the 
works could not give apy gtatement of the 
policies yesterday, as ali their books were in a 
safe in theruins,

WILSON BARRETT DELIVERS AN INTER- 
ESTING LECTURE. 


Wilson Barrett, the well-known English 
actor, read a paper yesterday afternoon before 
the New-York Academy of Anthropology on 
“ Acting and the Influence of the Drama.” 

“The dramatic instinct,” said he, “is inher- 
ent in human nature. The boy with tin sword 
and trumpet shouts and marches about acting 
the soldier; the girl, with baby doll, plays at 
being mother or nurse, Itis not too much to 
Say that nine out of every ten children will for- 
sake any toy or game to listen to some one who 


will tell and acttothem a goodstory. When 
older grown, with what enjoyment they Wiil 
Watch the merest attempts to act in little 
sketches at the schools! Later on comes the 
tirst real play. How strange, how real, it all 
seems! Cau any person ever forget bis first 
visit to the play or the impressions he re- 
ceived! Itis dithcult to overestimate the im- 
portance of those impressions ur the eltect they 
may have upon the character of the child. 80 
I would say to parents must earnestly: Choose 
carefuliy your obild’s first play. 

“Now, a8 to the influence of the drama. 
Things one reads or hears merely apuken vf or 
described may |: ave the memory and be forgot- 
ten, but it is seldum thut & man forgets the 
effect made upon bim by a great actor or & 
great situation in a play. His mind, eye, beart, 
aud ear have ail been appealed to. Sermuns, 
essays, lectures, pictures, poems, counsel, ad- 
Vice way SumeliMes pass irom the mewory—a 
grand episode in a pay, grandly delivested, 
never! Granting LBis, consider ior a moment 
tne enorwouus influence for guud that a tine pia 
must huveé upul & COuWMmMuUnity. Think of the 
spell cast nigutly upou thousands of peopie by 
‘fine playsand players. Think of the descriptions 
that these thousands will give tu thousands of 
others. Then ask yourselves if you can nave a 
doubtgthat the niission of the drama is not only 
lo amuse, Dut to lead, Lo leach, and to instruct 
I nave veen asked again and again what would 
ve the effect upon the urama 1 religivus people, 
or so-valled religious people, aud tis clergy were 
reguiar uitendants at the theatre. The influenve 
must be wholly tur good. Lt siauds to reason 
that men are more or less intiuenced by their 
surroundings. Puta goou man sud a bad wan 
together in constant Companionship, and in the 
eud each must, tu @ certain extent, be infiu- 
enced by the ovber. 

‘*Ts tue theaire, after all, merely a place of 
amusement? IL aoswer distinctly, no. I claim 
forit thatit should be, and generally is, the 
means of inetruction. Take avy moderately 
gv0d piay; let it be weil produced, anu in- 
struction must be gained from watching its 
representation. And a yood historical play, 
well dressed and muunted, is in iisell a ‘lessun 
in bistury. The speciatur learns something of 
the manuers, customs, costumes, ahd architect 
ure of a by-gone age.

THE-+BNAL BRITE. 


AN ANNUAL REPORT WHICH IS VERY 
ENCOURAGING. 


The annual report of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Constitution Grand Lodge, inde- 
pendent Order of B’nai B’rith, embracing as it 
does the individual reports trom the heads of 
the order’s lodges situated in different parts of 
the world, sets forth many facts calculated to 
give much encouragement to the order and its 
friends, There are now in the nine “districts” 
of the order 354 distinct lodges, with a total 
membership of 25,231. During the year end- 
ng Aug. 31 $5 77,241 36 has been paid in bene- 
fits, and there was then a balance of $4,856 01 
remaining in the treasury. 

The reports from the foreign districts are 
particularily gratifying. In Germaby alone 
there are now 26 lodger, containing 2,317 mem- 
bers. Mr. D. Wolf 1s at the head of this district, 
aud he 1s enthusiastic in his work of extending 
the reach of the orier. The Grand Lodge 
“Zion” of Roumania, established within the 
he has prospered. Lodges are now estab- 
ished at Bucharest, Braila, Galatz, Ploesti, 
Craivon, Turnu-Severin, Pitesti, and other 
towns. Five hundred and forty-four members 
are on their rolls, 

From all the districts in the United States 
and Canada come reports showing in saimoast 
every case an improvement in the condition of 
the order. At Atianta, Ga., an orphan asylum 
was built and dedicated last March by District 
Grand Lodge No. 5, and has been in every way 
successful. It is aiso proposed to erect an 
orphan asylum at Jerusalem as soon as the 
necessary funds have been subscribed. 

The report from the New-York district, made 
by M. Thalmessinger, contains @ suggestion to 
build a *‘ home” in this city.

FLAG PRESENTATION AND OTHER EX- 


ERCISES AT SCHOOL No. 86. 


The handsome new school building of No. 86, 
at Ninety-sixth-street and Lexington-ayenue, 
was the scene of an interesting flag presenta- 
tion and general exercises in the mixed pri- 
mary and male grammar departments, respect- 
ively, yesterday afternoon.

At 2:30 P. M. Principal William A. Owen of 
the grammar department began the exercises 
up stairs. They consisted of Scripture reading, 
asong of welcome, an address of welcome b 
Master George Davidson of the sohool, an ad- 
dress by the Hon. Ashbel P. Fitch, and a num- 
ber of songa by the boys interspersed with tne 
other exercises. They ended with “Tbe Star- 
Spangled Banner.” Mr. Robert Steele acted as 
presiding officer. 

The building, No. 86, is of pink and brownstone, 
and has every convenience.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

PRESENTED IN THE REPORT OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL OF THE AMERI- 
CAN BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The proposition for the substitution of the 
present silver certificates in place of the legal 
tender and national bank notes, and the in- 
erease of silver coinage was referred by the 
action of the Convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association at Kansas City to the Ex- 
ecutive Council, composed of twenty-one lead- 
ing bankers, representing cighieen different 
States. At their meeting in New-York on Oct. 
16 and 17 the Executive Council, by a vote of 
12 to 3, voted against the proposition, but gave 
each member of the council the privilege of 
presenting his views for publication with the 
report. 

The report has just been published, and con- 
tains the views of Messrs. Gage of Chicago, 
Camp of Milwaukee, Smith of Baltimore, Pot- 
ter of Boston, Harris of Minneapolis, Culbert- 
son of New-Albany, Ind., and Knox, St. John, 
and Murray of New-York. 

Below isthe paper presented by Jotn Jay 


Knox, whois the Chairman of the Executive 
Council: 


The proposition of Mr. St. John involves the 
withdrawal of the legal-tender note, the dis- 
bursement of the one hundred millions‘of gold 


pledged as security for the redemption of these 
notes, the increased issue of silver certificates 
from two millions worth to four millions worth 
per month, and, finally, the giving to these 
silver certificates the quality of legal tender.

The redemption of the legal-tender notes, and 
the disbursement of the gold held for that purpose. 

The early retirement of the legal-tender notes 
Was @ partof the plan of Secretary Chase and 
of the Administration of President Lincoln. 
One of the principal reasons for the organiza- 
tion of the national banking system was to pro- 
vide a market for Government bonds and to 
facilitate the refunding of the floating debt, in- 
eluding the legal-tender notes. The national 
bank note was to be the permanent paper circu- 
lation, the Treasury legal-tender bote was to 
be temporary only, to cover the exigencies of 
the war. 

On March 18, 1869, an act to strengthen the 
public credit was passed, in which “the United 
States solemnly pledges its faith to make pro- 
vision at the earliest practicable period for the 
redemption of the United States notes in coin.” 
After the passage of this act the maximum 
amount of $449,000,000 of legal-tender notes 
was reduce to $382,000,000, and subsequently 
under the act of Jan. 14, 1875, which author- 
ized the imcrease of national bank notes, the 
amount was reduced to $346,000,000, which is 
new outstanding. 

The writer in his reports as Controller of the 
Currency for a series of years, advocated the 
retirement of the Government notes, and the 
issue of national bank notes in place thereof. 
His views have undergone no change, and be 
still believes that a well-secured bank currency 
combines in a high degree uniformity, elastivity, 
pont cmt encyee fh and safety, which are the highest 
attributes of a perfect monetary circulation for 
@ great and prosperous country. He is in favor 
of the retirement of these notes if a better cur- 
renoy oan be substituted therefor, but it would 
be an act of bad faith for the Government to ex- 
change these notes for an inferior currency. It 
pledged itself when it issued these notes to pay 
them in gold coin, in the same manner that it 

ledged itself to pay in gold the bonds which it 
ssued during the war. On March 18, 1869,* 
it renewed its pledge to make provision for the 
redemption of these notes in coin. From the 
foundation of the Government up to the year 
1878, the total coinage of silver dollars was 
only $8,000,000; and there were no silver dollar 

1eces in existence on March 18, 1869, except 
n the cabinets of the coin collector and labora- 
tory of the metallurgist. 

6 word “coin” in ali the statutes at that 
time could not therefore refer to the silver dol- 
lar. The word meant goid coin, for that was 
the only kind of coin then in circulation or if 
possession of the banks orion the vaults of the 
Government. It was so imterpreted by every 
Republican Administration, and the Adminis- 
tration of President Cleveland, not being satis- 
fied with the form of the statement of the 
public debt of Secretary Chase, of Secretary Fes- 
senden, of Secretary McCulloch, and of Secre- 
tary Sherman, devised a new form of statement. 

Daniel Manning, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of President Cleveland, took the one hun- 
drea millions of gold which had been held in 
the general fund.of the Treasury for wany 
years as areserve and set it aside, so that it 
could not be used for generai expenditures, 
thus on prengge eed te all the world that it was to 
be held for the redemption of the legal-tender 


notes. 

Not only does the act of March 18, 1889, as 
has been shown, pledge the faith ot the Gov- 
ernment for the redemption of the legal-tender 
notes in gold coin, but the act providing “for 
the resumption of specie payments” of Jan. 14, 
1875, provides for the redemption of these 
notes in coin at the office of the Assistunt 
Treasurer in New-York and authorizes the Sec- 
retary of the Treagury to sell at not less than 
par in coin a sufficient amount of bonds for the 
pu of providing the means for redeeming 
such notes. Under this act Secretary Sherman 
in the year 1878 sold a large amount of 44. and 
4 per cent. bonds for gold, for resumption pur- 

oses, and on the day of the resumption, the 

coretary held more than 40 per cent. in gold of 
the United States notes then outstanding. 
Since that time there has bee: continually on 
hand in the Treasury this fund of $100,000,000, 
and it cannot be used without bad faith unless 
& proportionate amount of legal-tender notes 
are retired. The actof July 12. 1882, refers in 
plain terms to this ‘‘$100,000,000 of gold coin 
and gold bullion in the Treasury, reserved for 
the redemption of United States notes.” 

The Resumption act is still in force, and gives 
the Seeretary of the Treasury unlimited power 
to sell the same kind of bounds, if necessary, to 
2 gold for the redemption of these notes. 

hen these notes are retired, gold certificates 
may be issued if additional paper currency is 
desired, and no legislation is required for this 
purpose, except for the issue of notes of a de- 
nomination of less than $20. 

For many years silver bullion has been pur- 
chased in largs amounts and coined, but there 
is no good reason why gold certificates should 
not be issued upon the gold in the Treasury, as 
well as to use gold for the purchase of silver, 
as @ basis for silver certificates. Common 
prudenee would seem to dictate that at least 
ene-haif of the certilicates issued should be 
based on gold coin held in the Treasury. Both 
of the great political parties, as we have seen, 
are committed, and all the traditions of the 
Government are against the use of the gold, 
which is held for a specific purpose, namely, 
the redemption of the legal-tender noses.

We object to the substitution of the 
present silver certiticates for this paper “of 
mere waste paper worth,” because 1t is plainly 
a substitution of an inferior circulating note 
for one that is more elastic, more readily con- 
vertiole, and more certain of redemption at 
full par value than the silver certificate. 

Mr. St. John is sanguine that the purchase of 
$48,000,000 worth of silver annually for nine 
years and its coinage at great expense will rap- 
idly enhance the value of silver. Equally san- 
guine were the advocates of silver coinage ten 
years.ago, when we commenced the purchase of 
$24,000,000: annually, Dut the result has not 
justified their hopes, for there has been a 
steady decline in its value. The rise of silver 
expected may not follow upon the purchases of 
the Government. A largely increased produc- 
tion may prevent it. The hoards of silver 
held by other countries, and by France 
as well as by Germany, are a_ continual 
menace upon the market. The _ prob- 
ability of a change of legislation in this couatry 
in reference to the purchase of silver, the cer- 
tainty that the purchase of silver will cease at 
the end of nine years, evenif this plan should 
be adopted, will have the effect to prevent the 
rapid enhancement of its value. Evenif there 
should be a temporary rise, the increased 
smeltage of inferior ores consequent upon the 
increase in price, and the danger of the disap- 
pearance from the market of a purchaser like 
the Government, will combine to prevent the 
return of the relationship of silver to gold—of 
16 to 1—of fifteen years ago. 

We do not assent to the proposition that 
legislation can be obtained compelling the 
Secretary of the Treasury to increase the pur- 
chase of silver to $4,000,000 a month. Even if 
such legislation should pass we may reasonably 
expect the President of the United States to in- 
terpose hts veto, or at least decline to give it 
his approval, as President Grant declined to 
approve jegislation of a similar character in the 
year 1874, 

We ao not believe that the national bank 
notes are all to be retired. It is probable that 
legislation can and will be obtained authorizing 
the issue of circulation to the banks at the rate 
of par on bonds worth 127 in the market, and 
authorizing each bank to reduce the bonds re- 
quired to be held as a basis for circulation to a 
minimum amount of $5,000. This would give 
the banks freedom of action in reference to their 
own issues, and probably result in continuing 
the present excellent national bauk circulation 
until the 4 per cents. are all retired in the year 
1907. 

If more silver certificates are to be issued, par- 
ticularly in such immense amounts, we insist 
that they shall not be issued upon the basis of 
a four-hundred-and-twelve-and-one-balf-grain 
dollar, but upon bullion of the fall value of 100 
centsin the market. If the Government is to 
enter upon this policy, the compromise should 
not be such as that proposed, but such that no 
man, rich or poor, can lose a penny by the 
action of hisown Government, when it may 
finally cease to buy and to coin silver, as the 
French Government has already done. If the 
Government is to enter upon such a policy, 
we insist that it shall duy its silver at the 
best rates at the time of purchasing, and 
redeem its certificates at the value of tne 
bullion, or in the standard dollars at the option 
of the holder at the time of redemption. 
In this way the Government, and not the indi- 
vidual, would profit when the price of silver 
advances, and the Government, and not the in- 
dividual, undergo the loss when it declines, 
just as merchants or other dealers sutfer loss 
and gain in the purchase or sale of other com- 
modities. So long as the gold standard con- 
tinues, the redemption of these new bullion cer- 
tificates would be made as at present. If 
gold payments are suspended they would then 
ee as they ought, without loss to the 

older. 


IIL 
Siiver Certificates a Legal Tender, 


Finally, the proposition is to make these sil- 
ver certificates which are termed “‘ warehouse 
receipts” a legal tender. 

The proposition giving the legal-tendaer qual- 
ity to circulating notes, as I have said else- 
where, was discussed by the people of this 
country previous to the adoption of the Con- 
stitution. It was, perhaps, the most difficult 
question that was considered by the fathers in 
the convention that preparel and _ finally 
adopted the Constitution of the United States. 

This question involves such serious, such far- 
reaching consequences, that its discussion has 
been avoided by all the great financiers, by all 
the public men of this country from the outset. 
From time to time it has been brought before 
Congress and laid aside as impracticable and 
unwise, but finally placed upon the statute 
book, not as a measure of choice, not because 
any, considerable number of members of Con- 

ress believed in it. but because they reluctant- 

y came to the conclusion that it was a measure 
necessary to provide for carrying on a civil 
war unequaled in the history of nations. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, it- 
self presumed to be composed of the greatest 
men in the country and of the greatest jurists 
of these times, have twice reversed their own 
judgmenc on this subject. First, they decided 
that the Legal-Tender act was unconstitution- 
al; secondly, they decided that the unconstitu- 
tionality of the legal-tender notes was based 
upon the war powers of Congress, and their 
third decision—to the surprise of the country— 
was that Congress has power to issue legal- 
tender circulating notes to an unlimited extent 
in time of peace as well as in time of war. 

The legal-tender note which we have is a 
promise topay. It is a promise to pay 100 
cents in gold—a promises made by this great 
Nation, which it is bound to keep or be dis- 
graced, as youor [ would be disgraced if we 
should not meet our obligations. For this 
promise to pay it is proposed to substitute 
what Mr. St. John—not myself—calls warehouse 
receipts of the intrinsic value of 714s cents. 

A new doctrine is proposed, never before 
neard of, either in or out of Congress, to make 
nota promise to pay (of the Nation) a legal 
tender, but what is called a silver warehouse 
receipt, a legal tender, which you and I shall be 
forced to take in full payment, no matter what 
may be its value. 

This proposition involves the financia! his- 
tory of this country from the time of Alexander 
Hamilton down to the present date. 

The whole volume of business of this coun- 
try was carried on from its organization to the 
year 1862 without any legal-tender paper 
money. All political economists and all finan- 
ciers of note agree that the giving of the quality 
of legal tender to paper money by any nation is 
@ great mistake. o other nation ever gave 
this quality to three hundred millions of 

aper money, whether issued by itself or 

y its authorized fiscal agent. More than 
two-thirds of the population of the globe 
use silver aS a currency, the greater por- 
tion of whom have never even heard of 
legal tender in their business transactions. 
We ali know that except for the late war there 
would not be a dollar of legal-tender paper 
money in this country. We are in favor of the 
retirement rather than the increase of legal 
tender. But this proposition is to keep on buy- 
ing si}ver bullion monthly for nine years upon 
arising market created by the pesshianse: to 
give the legal-tender quality to eight hundred 
and ninety millions of certificates which now 
represent ad intrinsic value of 714, cents to 
the dollar. Certificates issued by the Govern- 

ent should be received in payment of public 

nes, but should not be a legal tender in pay- 
ment of private obligations. , 

There is really no prejudice among bankers or 
among business men anywhere against silver . 
coin or silver a8 a material for money, but they 
do object to aliexperiments, and particularly 
to experiments upon a large scale, to be con- 
tinued tor a series of years, which are almost 
sure to result in degrading the standard of 


money. 

The policy of Congress and the legislation of 
late years has ten to increase the circulation 
of the present overvalued silver dollar of 41215 
grains, and it was the policy of the last Admin- 
istration, if not of the present, in order to 
atrengthen the gold balance, to encourage the 
retirement of the national bank note, and the 
small denominations of legal tender notes, to 
make room for the circulation of the paper rep- 
resentative of a forced silver coinage, in every 
respect an inferior ourrency to the forms of 
paper for which it has been substituted. If 

Jongress will provide for the issue of certiti- 

ates, whether gold or silver, based upon a true 
standard of value, the banks of the country 
will not, under the circumstances, object to the 
substinien of sucd a certificate for their own 
circulating note. 

The capital and deposits of the banks are 
loaned to millions of the people, and often at 
rates much gpa than the rates fixed by law. 
The gold coin and the otber assets of the banks 
pelong to the depositor first and then to the 
atockholders, who, as a rule, are not rich men, 
but men of moderate means. And it is the de- 
positor, rather than the banker, who suffers 
most from an inferior currency. 

It is the duty of the officers of banks to insist 
that the borrower shall pay in dollars having 
the same intrinsic value as those that were bor- 
rowed, in order that depositors may be paid in 
dollars like those which were deposited. To do 
less than this would be gross negligence. 
“Strict justiae and a rigid performance of oon-

PRESIDENT LOOMIS OF THE UNION 
DREDGING COMPANY BEFORE THE 

COMMISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS. 


President Post and. Chief Engineor Greene of 
the Dock Department were among the iuterest- 
ed listeners at the investigation proceedings in 
the office of the Commissioners of Accounts 
yesterday. It was announced that after to-day’s 
session the investigation would be suspended un- 
til Monday. On that day and on three succeeding 
days Corporation Counsel Clafk will examine 
President Post, Commissioners Matthews and 
Crani, and Mr. Greene in the order named. 

Chief Clerk Moore of the Dock Department 

furnished a statement supplemental to that fur- 
nishea by him iast week, showing the amounts 
paid to the Union Dredging Company by the 
city In the last ten years. The aggregate, sum 
was $1,154,081 86. The supplemental state- 
ment gives the dredging contracts awarded in 
the department from May 1, 1879, to’ April 30, 
1889, not inciuding dredging done in conuec- 
tion with contracts for building new piers. This 
is the exhibit:

Chandler H. Loomis, now President of the 
Union Dredging Company, testified that in 
1879 his company began doing work in the de- 
partment. Ail contracts had been made in his 
name. He owned a majority of the stock of 
his company. Since 1879 most of the work of 
the company had been with the city. 

“Can’t you tell how much work the company 
has donegfor the city during the last ten years?” 
he was usked, ' 

“Tcannot. It would bea guess, and I never 
guess.’”’ 

“Oan you tell what proportion of the work 
of the city has been done by your company in 
the last ten years?” 

*“ T cannot.” 

The witness said the Union Dredging Compa- 
ny never let out contracts unless it founa it 
couldn't do the work withiu the time called 
for. [t had let work to Morris & Cumings, 
Henry Du Bois’s Sous, and the Atlantic Dredg- 
ing Company. ‘Tbese concerns had always 
been paid the original contract price. James 
M. Belden has not adollar of interest in the 
Union Dredging Company. His interest of 83 
shares ceased In 1883, when the witness bought 
him out. Belden bad not been vaid a part of 
the profits since then. ¢ 

“What dividend has been paid by the com- 
pany?” 

“The mene hae paid only one dividend 
since 1884. It was $40,000. 

**What is your salary ?” 

“T get $5,500.” 

“*And the Secretary and Treasurer—is he 
paid?” 

** Yes, $100 a month.”’ 

The witness said the Company’s accountant, 
Cc. W. Francis, was preparing a statement of 
the affairs of the company, which would in- 
clude all trial balances. Mr. Francis owns one 
share of the company’s stovk. Mr. C. D. Ben- 
son is another stockholder. Mrs. M. L. Francis 
ot the Dakota apartment house owns 18 shares 
and F, W. Barker has 10 shares. The witness 
holds 121, shares. 

The books of the company, the witness said, 
show a profit of $65,000 since 1884. 

“Then, if Surveyor Thompson testified that 
in one year the company made a protit of 
$107,000 on city contracts, he was far from the 
truth ?’’» 

“It Mr, Thompson swore that the company 
made more than my books show, he swore to an 
untruth.” 

Mr. Loomis said the books showed a balance 
since the dividend was declared, but it had 
probably gone into the plant of the company. 
He would swear that ull the profits of the com- 
pany had either gone into the plant or to the 
stockholders. Not adollar has gone anywhere 
else, in any shape or form. 

After recess, when the Commissioners were 
ready to proceed, Solon P. Rothschild, the 
lawyer, who was @ witnessin the Smyth per- 
jury hearing on Monday, said he had been sub- 
penaed to give testimony at the investigation 
about the O’Brien lease, and he hoped the op- 
portunity would be given him without further 
delay. He was told that the Commissioners 
were not ready for him. 

President Loomis reappeared with a bundle 
of papers, which he said were;the transcripis of 
balances In the company’s books, made by Ac- 
couptant Davidson. The Corporation Counsel 
inspected some of the papers, but as they did 
not give him the information be was in search 
of—the details of the company’s expenditures— 
he began _to pop a lot of questions at Mr. 
Loomis. They were conundrums to him and he 
a he pe to both the accountant and young Mr. 
Francis for assistance. Mr, Clark also asked 
them some pertinent questions about details in 
the expense account, and it was found that it 
would be necessary to examine the books of the 
company. Accordingly, at the suggestion of 
the Corporation Counsel, the Commissioners sus- 
pended the examination of Mr. Loomis until 
next week and detailed an assistant to make an 
examination of the books of the company. 

Mr. Loomis’s attorney, however, wished to 
have it made clear upon the record how the 
Union Dredging Company had absorbed the 
city’s plant. Mr. Loomis said the company had 
paid the city $40,000 indemnity. 

“Yes,” saia Mr, Olark, “and you paid it, as 
we have shown, by deducting 2 cents per cubic 
yard for mud dredging and 20 cents per cubic 
yard for crib dredging in the bills rendered for 
city work.” Mr. Loomis said that was so, and 
oe that the amount was a fair return for the 

ant. 
ri Randolph Gardiner and Charles E. Beck, In- 
spectors of Dredging, and Hiram C. Calkins, a 
hydrographer, gavo testimony respecting their 
duties. While the last-named was under exam- 
ination the Corporation Counsel tried to fix the 
responsibility for the collapse of a fifty-thou- 
sand-dollar plier in the Harlem River last De- 
cember. He sought information from all the 
representatives of the Dock Department in the 
room, including President Post, Chief Engineer 
Greene, and Surveyor Thompson, but failed to 
get satisfaction. 

The investization will be continued at1l1 
o’clock this morning. 

District Attorney Fellows said yesterday, 
when asked why he did not call the attention 
of the Grand Jury to the disclosures in the 
Dock Department investigation, that it was 
not his duty to take official notice of the case 
while it was pending before the Commissioners 
of Accounts. When they get through, if the 
facts warrant action by him, he will not fail to 
do his duty. He said he had no desire to in- 
terfere with the work of the Commissioners. 

Proceedings may be taken to-day in the 
Supreme Court to compel Col. John O’Byrne 
to tell the Commissioners of Accounts to whom 
he paid a P, sande of the $13,000, received by him 
from the Oyster Dealers’ Association.

THE CREDITORS OF HIS RUINED FIRM 
WILL STAND BY HIS FATHER. 


A mesting of the creditors of M. Brown & Co., 
shirt manufacturers of 40 White-street, was 
held yesterday at the Metropolitan Hotel. 
There were about fifty creditors present, and 
M. Hutchinsou of Barnes, Hutchinson & Pierce 
was Chairman. Lawyer Otto Horwitz prosent- 
ed a statement on behalf of Mr. Marcus Brown, 
showing liabilities, $90,599, of which there is 
due for merchandise $31,068; borrowed money, 
855,181; wages, $4,350. The actual assets 
amount to $50,419, consisting of stock, $21,875; 
outstanding, $22,355; cash, $1,038; equity in 
real estate, $5,000; fixtures, $150. ‘Lhe nomi- 


nal assets are about $12,000 greater. The pref- 
erences amount to $25,000, but on account of. 
the law only about $17,000 cau be paid thereon, 

Mr. Horwitz explained how the firm had been} 
robbed by Harry Brown, the junior partner.} 
He sail that as far as matters had been inves- 
tigated it appeared that Harry Brown had 
token: from $70,000 to $80,000, and 1t might 
amount to $100,000. He had taken the moxey 
from the firm’s bank account and had obtained 
it from outside sources. He had sunk $30,000 
in a Michigan copper mine and had gambied 
away a large amount. ‘Yhe defalcation had ex- 
tended over a year. He had collected outstand- 
Ing accounts, sold the notes, and pocketed the 
proceeds without his father knowing anything 
wbout it. 

Lawyer David 8. Ritterband, the assignee of 
Mr. brown, also gave an explanation of the 
misappropriation of funds. He said that Harry 
Brown had charge of the finances of the firm. 
The firm’s bank account was kept at the Me- 
chanics and fraders’ Bank. Harry opened an- 
other account in the firm’s name, uakpown to 
his father, at the Garfield Bank, and also had 
an individual account at the Mechanics ana 
Traders’. He indorsed the firm’s name on 
checks, deposited them to his individual ac- 
count, and checked out the money. He also 
borrowed money from various friends of the 
tirm. He would also deposit cheoks in the Gar- 
field Bauk and draw out themoney. Heraised 
mmoney from friends on the atrength of the 
tirm’s name. His whereabouts are not known. 

Marcus Brown, the father and founder of the 
busiuess, was called in to the meeting room to 
auswer some questions put by the creditors, 
but was 80 overcome that he could bardly say a 
wora, 

Mr. Converse of Converse, Stanton & Cullen 
Said that some Months ago there were some ir- 
regularities about checks noticed by his firm, 


|, aud they called Mr. Marcus Brown’s attention 
\ to the matter, 


Mr. Brown said he remembered 
the circumstance, and when he asked his soa 
Harry aboutitthe latter made some excuse, 
that the bank deposit was late. 

Samuel Broom, the other junior partner, was 
asked several questions, Dut as he had always 
atteuded to the manufactory he did not know 
anything about the finances of the firm, and 
had also only recently returned from Europe. 
He did pot learn that the tirm was insoivent 
until last Thursday. Several creditors related 
how they had given Harry Brown checks to tha, 
order of M. Brown & Co,, and he had obtained 
the money on them and pocketedit. Lawyer 
Horwitz said that Harry Brown bad no author- 
ity todraw firm ohecks on the Mechanics and 
Traders’ Bank, 

After the creditors had fully satistied them- 
selves in regard to matters, Mr. Horwitz, on 
behalf of Mr. Marcus Brown, made a propo- 
sition to compromise at 35 cents vn tue dollar, 
one-third cash in thirty days, one-third in two 
months notes, and one-third in four mont + 
notes, the notes tv be satisfactorily indors , 
The creditors expressed the greatest contide:, e 
in Mr. Marcus Brown, and voted unanimous, 
to accept this settlement. Several creditors 
promised to give him money and merchandise 
to put him on his reet again. 

A suggestion was made to put in the compro- 
mise paper that the acceptance did not invali- 
date Lbeir claims against Harry Brown, but the 
creditors voted unanimously against the sug- 
gestion, as it was the general desire to let Mr. 
Marcus Brown begin business again unham- 
pered by any conditions regarding his fugitive

He says that a “fair estimate” of the 
amount of steel rails required annually by the

THE OLEARY BRIBERY CASE. 
BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Nov. 26.—In the case of 
the people of the State of New-York against 
ex-Alderman Thomas Cleary, indicted for 
bribery, Ira Shafer, counsel for the defense, 
moved yesterday that the attorneys for the 
people be compelled to proceed with the trial 
of the cause or that they consent that the de- 
fendant be discharged. This motion was to- 
day denied by Judge Smith, who is holding cir- 
cult in this city. Counsel for the defense then 
asked that the court order that the case be 
brought to trial during the term in next Feb- 
ruary or that the defendant be discharged. This 
motion also was denied, Judge Smith explain- 
ing that he did not wish to embarrass the Judge 

by whom the February term is to be held. 
According to the terms of Judge Smith’s 
order in the case, the people’s attorneys must 
give the defense fifteen days’ notice of their 
readiness to continue the prosecution. This, in 
effect, continues the case to the February Cir- 
cuit in this city, and leaves it as it was im- 
mediately after the order changing the venue 

from New-York County to Broome County.

Justice Cullen, in the Supreme Court,»Brook- 
lyn, yesterday, refused to grant the stay of pro- 
ceedings in the Greenwall case.

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THE OHILDREN’S AlD SOOLETY 
AND ITS WORK. 
FIGURES WHICH SHOW HOW CHARITY 
WELL BESTOWED TEACHES THE 

YOUNG TO HELP THEMSELVES. 


The annual meeting of the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety was held yesterday in the American Ex- 
change National Bank. After the adoption of 
the annual reports of the Secretary, O. Loring 
Brace, and the Treasurer, George S. Coe, the 
following Trustees were elected for the ensuing 
three years: Robert Hoe, Jr., Howard Potter, 
E. P. Fabbri, W. Bayard Cutting, and A. B.

_Yreasurer Coe's report shows receipts forthe 


Year to have been $346,009 54. A balance at 


to beginning of the year of $1,114 85, re- 
“erved funds for buildings then in progress of 
$33,850 13, and a special loan of $30,000 to 
meet a deficiency in current receipts raised the 
total receipts to $410,974 52. Payments dur- 
ing the year amounted to $409,561 69, leaving 
@ balance of $1,412 83. Included in the re- 
ceipts were $53,612 42 from Mrs. William 
Douglas Stone for aschool on Sixth-street and 
$24,953 75 from James H. Jones fora school 


on Seventy-third-street. When the houses un- 
der construction shall be completed the society 
will own, tree from debt, fifteen substantial 
buildings. Several buildings also are rented. 
Salaries, rents, books, and school apparatus 
and food, eeetag: shoes, and evening school 
expenses ofthe 21 day and 12 evening indus- 
trial schools maintained by the society cost 
$101,880 34; running expenses of the Chil- 
dren’s Summer Home, $7,581 74; of the News- 
boys’ Lodging House, $15,842 89; of the East 
Side Lodging House, $12,121 88; special chari- 
ties, $11,798 06; emigration, (fares, food, cloth- 
ing,) $31,559 73. Special payments on five 
buildings in course of erection were $147,- 


Alluding to the death during the year of 
. Judge Van Vorst, a Trustee, and of J. W. Skin- 
ner, the Superintendent of the society’s schools, 
Secretary Brace opens hfs report with a tribute 
to the humane and earnest purposes which 
have always been uppermost in the manage- 
ment of the society. The society has become a 
power fur good, he says, because of the fidelity 
with which for thirty-seven years it has fol- 
lowed out certain principles of work. The 
great idea has been te help the cnildren to help 
themselves. More than 70,000 children have 
been placed in the shelter of farmers’ homes, 
and have grown up to be useful citizens. The 
lodging-house syatem has proved an unmixed 
blessing to 200,000 boys and giris. In the 1n- 
dustrial schools hundreds of thousands of chil- 
dren have been taught how to dohand and 
machine work and to be clean, orderly, indus- 
trious, and honest. 

‘* We can say now with great satisfaction,” he 
adds, ‘that there is no need at this day for any 
child in the city of New-York to be homeless be- 
yond a certain short period; that no boy or 
girl neea suffer long for want of work or place; 
that no child need be driven to crime for sup- 
port, and that the poorest child, in whatever 
filth or rags, need not be excluded from educa- 
tion and careful traiving in school.” 

Mr. Brace tella of the new schools bullt by 
Mr. Astor and Mr. Jesup and those in course of 
erection, and speaks of the need of better quar- 
ters for the Italian school on Sullivan-street, 
for which a fifty-thousand-dollar building ought 
to be furnished on land costing probably 
$25,000. Although the benefaction may seem 
large, the school is one of the best under the 
control of the society. An extra building for 
poor mothers and infants at the Health Home 
on Coney Island is also greatly needed. It 
would cost about $5,000. 

Coincident with the work of the society there 
has been a marked decrease in juvenile crime, 
In 1855 the ocr of the city was 629,- 
810; in 1888, 1,526,081. The commitments of 
girls and women for vagrancy fell off from 
5,880 in 1860 to 1,864 in 1888,or froml1 in 
every 13812 persons in 1860 (when the popula- 
tion was 864,224) to 1 in every 819 in 1888. 
The commitments of petty girl thieves fell off 
from 1 in every 743 in 1865 (when the 
population was 726,386) to 1in every 6,550 in 
1888. Male vagrants have also diminished in 
25 years largely in proportion to the pop- 
ulation. Male petty thieves have fallen off 
in number some 700 during 25 years. One 
classitication in the police reports, of what is 
called “juvenile delinquency,” shows a like 
diminution of children’s crime. The commit- 
ments in 1875 under this class were 917, in 
1888 380. In 1877 2,657 wirls under twenty 
were committed, in 1884 1,116. Whenever there 
has appeared to be any increase of one year’s 
crime list over that of a precediag year of late 
the increase has been dune to excise Gases, There 
were 10,000 more arrests in 1862 than in 1882, 
although the population in that period increased 
50 per cent. Mr. Brace’s report continues: 

“Among the more than one hundred thousand boys 
who have beep, during the past thirty-six years, in 
the Newsboys’ Lodging House, there has been no 
case of any contagious or ‘foul-arir’ diseases; only 
one death (from pneumonia, in 1858) has occurred, 
though there have been several cases of accident. 
he other boys’ lodging houses have been almost 
equally fortunate—a distinct sanitary result of 
scrupulous Gieanliness, ventilation, and proper 
food. Among the boys and girls in our lodging 
houses last year no deaths have occurred. 

‘‘A remarkable report made to the Board of Health ° 
by the Assistant Sanitary Superintendent, Dr. 
Tracy, during the Summer, gives very strong evi- 
dence of the effects of all these efforts for children 
upon the public health. From this it appears that 
the fearfal mortality of the tenement-house popala- 
tion has at length been met by sciertific and philan- 
thropic efforts, and that the conditions of life for 
the poor have somewhat changed in our great 
city. Thus, nineteen years since, in 1869, the 
total population of ew-York was 894,419; 
this has increased, in 1888, to 1,526,081. 
The tenement-house population, however, has 
increased still faster, from 468,492 in 1869 
to 1,093,701 in 1888, while the deaths have by 
no means increased in the saine ratio, being among 
ths tenement population, in 1869, 13,285, while im 
1888 ge 3 Were 24,342; or, in 1869, the tenement 
death rate was 28.35 per 1,000, beiug a littie more 
than the general death rate of the whole population, 
while in 1888 it was 22.71, that being considerably 
lower than the general death rate. The figures, 
accordingly, of last year show a diminution in the 
death rate among every 1,000 of the poor of about 
5.64, which would mean that over 5,000 human 
lives among the poorest of the city are saved each 
year by sanitary and benevolent enterprises. 

“The total annual expense of our twenty-one in- 
dustrial schvola and twelve night schools, tor sal- 
aries, rents, food, clothing, books, fuel, &c., was 
$101,880 34, which sum, divided by 4,105, the aver- 
age number in daily attendance, would make $24 $1 
the annual cost tor each child. The cost in 1878 for 
each child in our public schools, not including 
rents, was $36 41; this expense, of course, not in- 
cluding food or clothing. 

“Tn our lodgivg houses 12,153 boys and girls were 
fed, sheltered, and taught during the past year ata 
total expense of $65,189 9¥. Deduoting the re- 
ceipts, together with the cost of construction—total, 
$38,791 95—the netrunning expense was $26, 398 U4; 
dividing this by the average nightly lodgings, 603, 
we have the average cost to the public of each child 
for the year, $43 75. The average cost per year for 
each prisoner in the ‘ombs is $107 75, and the 
Roman Catholic Protectory draws from the City 
‘reasury over $100 annually for each of its in- 
mates. 

The total number placed out by the socioty in 
flastern and Western bomes during last year was 
8,551; the total cost for railroad fares, clothing, 
food, salaries, &c., was $31,559 73, the average 
cost to the public, accordingly, for each person sent 
was $8 88. Yet, avy child placed in an asylum or 
poorhouse for a year undoubtedly custs nearly 
$ 


140. 

The number who enjoyed the benefit of our Sum- 
mer Home was 4,540; the net expense, deducting 
cost of construction, was $7,581 74; the average 
cost for each child being $1 67. The number of 
mothers and babies at the Health Home, Coney 
Island, during the Summer was 5,839; the oex- 
penses, less cost of construction, were $8,127 19, 
or an average cost of $1 40 for each person. 

There were during the past year in our six long: 
ing houses 12,153 different boys and girls; 264,3 
meals and 220,018 lodgings were supplied. In the 
21 aay and 12 evening schools were 11,331 children, 
who were taught and partly fed and partly clothed, 
697,080 meals being supplied; 116 giris have been 
instructed in the use of the sewing machine in the 
Girls’ Lodging House and the industrial schools, 
and 30 were taught typewriting. ‘There have been 
deposited in the penny savings banks $10,700 74. 
Total number under charge of the society during 
the year, 38,853. 

The following figures summarize the year’s 
work at the industrial schools: Teachers em- 
ployed, 151; children, 6,749 males, 4,582 fe- 
males; total, 11,3831; bre average attendance, 
4,105; volumes in school libraries, 3,282. 

Children taught in sewing-machine Classes, 92; 
garments made, 2,620; garments given out, 9,253; 
pairs of shoes given out, 3,509; children sent to 
places, 236; children sent to public schools, 573; 
children of drunken parents, 1,132; children beg- 
ging, 416; children depositors in schools’ savings 
bank, 1,745; amount saved by children in schoois’ 
savings bank. $1,337 21. 

The work of lady volunteers has been impor- 
tant. Mrs. Haxtun, long prominent in chari- 
ties, has consented to preside over the local 
board of ladies for the Forty-fourth-street lodg- 
ing house and school. Mrs, Stokes has provided 
hot dinners at that school during the oold 
weather. Mrs. Newbold Morris is carrying on 
acooking school at the West Side Industrial 
School. A Boston lady supports the cooking 
school in East Nineteenth-street, as well as 
other branches at the same place, and at the 
German night schoo). The assistance of Miss 
Bruce, the Misses Rhinelander, Mrs. White, and 
others to the Cottage-place school is gratefully 
acknowledged. 

Mrs. Alexander Hamilton, Miss Delafield, and 
others still supply numerous benefactions to 
the children in Monroe-street school. In the 
Mott-street school Mrs. Willis James furnishes 
hot dinners during the Winter and Mrs. Duryea 
provides warm flannel garments, and in otber 
schools similar charities are performed for the 
children by numnpers of ladies and gentlemen. 
The souoalé which are most destitute of assist- 
ance are the German school, the East Tnirty- 
fifth-street, the East Side, the Italian schools— 
one in Leonard-street and one in Sullivan-street 
—and the West Fifty-second and VFifty-third- 
street schools. |
